Which divisions apply to your project? 


I. Exteriors: Any improvement from lot line to lot line 
that makes for a more attractive outside picture, a more useful 
house and yard. Among many examples: General improvement 
of house’s appearance, such as done by painting, roofing, re-sid- 
ing.

pring care of tulips 


Here’s how to get: (1) bigger flowers on 


taller stalks, and (2) extra space in the 


border when the tulips have faded 


Spring rain and winter snow 
provide tulips with most of 
the moisture they need. 

But you can stretch the 
bloom stalks and increase the 
size of the flowers by water- 
ing when nature’s supplies fall 
short. Water more often if 
tulips are planted where they 
get competition for water from 
nearby plants. 





After tulips bloom, you can 
move them to make space for 
summer flowers, annuals per- 
haps. Dig the plants carefully 
and heel them into a shallow 
trench at the back of the gar- 
den away from traffic. 

The tulips will mature nor- 
mally, and can be moved back 
to their usual spring “show 
place” in the fall. 











When the flowers have faded, 


snap off seed heads. 

If the plants produce seed, 
they waste energy that can be 
better used storing food for 
flowers next spring. 

The food which the tulip 
plant stores this year will pro- 
duce the colorful flowers that 
appear next year.

Foliage of tulips you heel-in 
will turn yellow and die back 
after 4 to 6 weeks. 

You can pull them up then 
and clean the bulbs for addi- 
tional curing and storage un- 
til fall. Or, dig them and clean 
them in August. 

Pull off the old husks and 
separate any side bulbs you 
may have. Store them in la- 
beled containers in a dry, 
cool place until time for fall 
planting, usually October.

Buying draperies isn’t a chore any more. Fabrics 


are more sun resistant. Greater color and pattern variety 


make it easy to key draperies to other home furnishings, 


and your stores offer more services 


How will you spend your drapery dollar? 


© Ready-mades make it easy to buy and hang 
draperies all on the same day. They are usually 
the least expensive. You put on the hooks, join 
several pairs to cover large glass areas, perhaps 
adjust the hems, then hang them. 


© Semicustom-mades, available in four or five 
standard widths, can be ordered from sample 
panels hanging in your store. The manufacturer 
hems them to the length you have measured, and 
about 3 weeks later the draperies arrive, ready to 
hang. Price depends on whether lining is used, 
fabric quality. Most stores will install any draper- 
ies and hardware for you for an additional fee. 


® Custom-made draperies are sewed to your 
specifications in the store’s workroom. A sales- 
person brings samples to your home where it’s 
easier to make a choice. An estimate of cost of 
fabric, lining, findings, and labor is figured from 
the measurements taken. Then the fabric is 
ordered if it’s not on hand. In about a month to 
6 weeks the draperies are complete. 

Naturally best quality will cost most, but di- 
viding total cost by number of years that you ex- 
pect to use your draperies certainly justifies buy- 
ing quality fabrics and workmanship. Follow 
steps below—they’ll help you to buy correct size, 
know quality, keep draperies new looking. 


Measure accurately to get the correct size 





You may decide to extend your draperies beyond 
the window frame to let in more light and air, or 
to get the big-window look. Put up the rod or 
decide the amount of wall you want the rod to 
cover, then measure with a steel tape as the ar- 
rows indicate. Be accurate! 

If you can’t decide how far to extend your 
draperies, measure the window width between 
the outside edges of the window frame, and ask 
the advice of your salesperson. Measure all the 
windows; they may vary slightly in size or be 
placed differently on the wall.

When you measure for length, especially in new or un- 
occupied houses, don’t forget to allow for the thickness 
of your rug and pad if they will be laid wall to wall. As 
you can see, the measurement could be off about 114 
inches.

Right hooks make draperies hang correctly. 1. Sew-on hooks 
for draw rods—sized to fit depth of heading. 2. Pin-on 
hooks for draw rods. 3. Non-sew hooks. 4. End and pleater 
hooks for pleating tapes. 5. Sew-on hook for hand-pull 
draperies on oval rods. 6. Pin-on hooks for stationary dra- 
peries. 7. Sew-on hook for draperies hung from ceiling 


Label fiber content of your 
draperies while they’re still 
new, so your cleaner will know 
best way to clean them. Write 
with permanent ink on strip 
of cleanable, iron-on tape — 
or sew on a cloth label. 

Even though they are fast 
color, draperies should be dry- 
cleaned because they are dif- 
ficult to iron, too heavy to 
handle when they’re wet. 





Here’s another way to get the 
professional look to your dra- 
peries. Run your hand up and 
down, gently creasing the 
fabric into folds between your 
fingers. Then loosely tie them 
with strips of fabric.

Auxiliary rip fence for a 
molder-head set is quick to 
fabricate from piece of five- 
quarter (about 1-1/16 inch 
thick) stock you can buy. 

“Notch” stock, as shown, 
by lowering it over blades. 
Fence fastens to rip fence 
from back with screws.

Car dealers expect you to haggle over trade-in allowances, 


discounts—it’s all part of the game of trading. It pays to 


know the rules—as explained here by a former auto dealer 


—and you can have fun dickering for your best new-car buy 


By William R. Sweeney 


L you’ve been bitten by the new-car 
“‘bug,”’ you are going to buy a new auto- 
mobile. Even if you need a new car like a 
giraffe needs stilts, you’re going to buy 
one. Somewhere, somehow, you'll find 
the money. If you still owe a balance on 
your present car, you or your dealer will 
find a way around that obstacle. 

The buying process can be either pleas- 
ant or painful, depending on how you go 
about it. The more you know about what 
you are doing, the greater the possibility 
that you will drive away in exactly the 
car you want, with the right trade-in 
price for your old car, and with the feeling 
that you have made a “‘good deal.” 

To prepare you, I have drawn from 
years of experience as an automobile 
dealer. Let’s start off with some general- 
ities. First, there is no such thing as a bad 
new car. There are great differences in 
quality, reflected in the price you pay. 
After all, it is only reasonable that a 
$5,000 automobile is better than one that 
costs $2,000. But regardless of the price, 
all new cars are backed not only by the 


dealer who sells it, but by the manufac- 
turer. Since autos are just machines, and 
since they are assembled by people, things 
can go wrong. You'll find, though, that 
such things are usually fixed quickly and 
without argument. If the dealer objects, 
the manufacturer is quick to protect his 
reputation by seeing to it that his own 
representative (usually an experienced 
engineer) gets on the job. 

Second, there are few dealers who are 
out to gyp you. Think about that for a 
minute. By the time a man sets up a new 
car dealership, he has invested tens of 
thousands of dollars in his showroom, in 
his garage, and in equipment. Before he 
can make that investment, he must pass a 
character and credit investigation by the 
manufacturer and a finance agency or 
bank that makes FBI investigations look 
like a romp in the park. The dealer is 
anchored in his community. It takes 
years to get his investment back, and in 
the meantime, he has to make his living. 
Believe me, no dealer with any sense is 
going to do other than try to sell you a 
car. And he isn’t going to do that with 
dishonest practices. 

Finally, don’t let personal feelings enter 
into the deal.

2. Don’t decide that Car A is bet- 
ter or worse than Car B just be- 
cause a friend says so.

Clover losing popularity 


Kill clover in lawns? Old-time gardeners would have 


shuddered at the idea. To a man, they would have in- _, } 


sisted that a good lawn simply had to have clover. It 
was the only dependable plant which stayed green 
when bluegrass went dormant in summer. 

Today, some people still like clover in lawns. But 
the real need for clover no longer exists. New grasses 
and more knowledge of how to care for lawns have 
made clover a luxury—paid for with “grass” stains, 
unsightly seed heads, and erratic growth. 

There are several reasons for it, but clover is almost 
always followed by crabgrass. White Dutch clover. seed 
is still sold separately in fairly large quantities, but it 
rarely appears in the commercial lawn-seed mixtures. 
In fact, many gardeners consider clover a lawn pest, 
and have looked for a reliable method of getting it out 
of their lawns. 

Turf specialists recommend chemical control, not 
only because it saves labor, but because it is more de- 
pendable than hand weeding. 

The chemical is 2,4,5-T, a brush killer designed to 
control plants unaffected by 2,4-D. This chemical is 
the most practical method for controlling clover. 

The following directions, based on work at Purdue 
and other universities, will give you excellent control 
of lawn clover, without serious injury to permanent 
lawn grasses. 

1. Use only a 2,4,5-T product (sold under various ° 
trade names) recommended specifically for clover con- 
trol. If you try a regular brush-killer formulation, use 
it cautiously at one-third to one-fifth the rate recom- 
mended for controlling brush. 

2. Measure the area to be sprayed, and figure out 
the exact square footage (length times width). 

3. Measure the spray material. Do not estimate. 

4. Spray the clover only when the soil is moist to a 
depth of 4 inches. In dry weather, water the lawn the 
day before so soil is moist 4 inches deep. 

5. Spray only when the temperature is below 80 de- 
grees to reduce possibility of damaging turf.

One of our most serious agricultural problems is the 
resistance insects build to chemical controls.

You’re not likely to meet the resistance problem as 
a home gardener, since resistance occurs only from the 
constant use of a single pesticide over a long period 
of time.

Pruning lilacs for bloom 


Feed and water, sure, but don’t 
forget that pruning shears can help 


you grow finer lilac flowers 


Lilae flowers are produced at 
the tips of young stems grown 
the year before. 

As picture at left shows, 
while flowers are developing, 
side shoots just below begin 
to grow. These young shoots 
will produce flowers the fol- 
lowing spring. 

Prune after flowering, and 
you won’t lose any of current 
year’s flowers.

When the flowers have faded, 
you can give the plants an ex- 
tra boost by cutting off the 
old flower heads. 

This keeps them from going 
to seed. Instead, they'll use 
the energy for extra growth. 

If plants are young, this 
may be the only pruning 
needed. But if they are old, 
another type of pruning will 
be needed, as shown below. 


Size of lilac flowers depends 
on the vigor and strength of 
the shoot they grow on. 

Spindly stems, like that in 
left hand, produce small flow- 
ers or none at all. By contrast, 
a strong stem like that on the 
right, has several large well- 
developed flowers. 

Pruning will help the plants 
develop vigorous flowering 
wood and eliminate the weak. 


Prune soon after the flowers 
fade, so you don’t remove too 
much new growth. 

First, cut off extra suckers 
below soil level. Then remove 
stems that made few flowers. 

If plant is mature, remove 
one or two of older branches 
at base to encourage growth 
of strong new shoots. 

Cut back the top only as 
necessary to control shape.

A small and poorly arranged kitchen was the big problem ~ 
facing Mr. and Mrs. C. H. Cannon, Glendale, Missouri. 
There were no work counters and just a mite of storage in 
their old 10!4-foot-square kitchen.

Doors. The fewer, the better. Close up “extras”; 
or if they lead to little-used room, open them up 
and absorb into kitchen. Be sure doors are wide to 
let new appliances go through. 


Windows. Bring them up to date. Out with the 
little fellas. Remember that windows should equal 
10 to 15 percent of kitchen floor space for good 
daylight. It’s nice to have windows over sink and 
near eating area. For safety and efficiency, avoid 
having them over your range. 


Size of room. Trend is back to large family kitchen. 
Include back porch, pantry, or small room and 

add them to present kitchen. Or if you can’t 
enlarge, rearrange for better use of space. 


Equipment. Want to modernize? Consider what 
you plan to keep and also appliances you want to 
add— built-ins and combinations. Preview of new 
equipment is on page 123. Also, window-shop. A 
new concept this year: kitchen as a package unit 
—sold complete with walls, cabinets, appliances. 


Plumbing. It’ll pay you to try to use the present 
location and develop a new kitchen plan from 
there. However, it’s not always possible to have 
good kitchen arrangement by doing this, so a 
complete change may be necessary for improve- 
ment. It’s also a good idea to plan your laundry 
nearby so it utilizes the kitchen plumbing. 





Ventilation. Important to include some way to 
get rid of cooking odors, grease, and smoke— with 
a kitchen ventilator and/or an air conditioner. 
Remember to place ventilator as close as possible 
to source of heat or range. 





Wiring and lighting. With all new automatic 
electric helpers, revamping is often necessary for 
adequate, safe wiring. Consult specialist. Besides 
general lighting, spotlight work centers. 





Financing. Investigate such recent wrinkles in 
financing as the open-end mortgage. Also, F.H.A. 
Title 1 and conventional home-improvement loans 
available through banks and other lending 

institutions.

Pizza. The frozen kind, ready to 
pop into the oven is what you see 
circling the bowl of grated Parme- 
san cheese. The assorted fillings 
include plain tomato-cheese; with 
added mushrooms or Italian sau- 
sage, or ham. 

For fun at a buffet supper, give 
each of the little pies a different 
topper as we did and let guests pick 
their own. (As an appetizer, cut in 
wedges with-kitchen scissors.) Our 
peppy garnishes: a swirl of anchovy 
fillets with ripe-olive center; rolled 
stuffed fillets of anchovies; wreath 
of pepperoni; triangles of Mozza- 
rella cheese dotted with tidbits 
from canned antipasto (that sailed 
over from Italy); olives, roll-ups of 
Italian-style Bologna. 

Another easy way to come by 
this specialty is to buy a box of 
pizza mix (can of sauce plus yeast- 
dough mix—some come complete 
with grated cheese). Or you might 
select the items separately—canned 
pizza sauce, pizza sausage, Mozza- 
rella (or American) cheese, a shak- 
er of grated Parmesan, oregano, 
hot-roll mix for the crust. 


Spaghetti. Our spaghetti and 
meat balls are from a can—just 
heat and serve with a goodly show- 
er of grated Parmesan. 

Also for your spaghetti platter, 
you'll find these in cans: spaghetti 
sauce with meat or with cheese or 
with mushrooms; sauce with meat 
balls or with sausage links. In an 
envelope, comes spaghetti-sauce 
mix. Then there are packaged spa- 
ghetti dinners; frozen spaghetti 
sauce. And to help you make your 
own sauce: canned seasoned toma- 
to sauce, tomato paste, tomato 
puree with sweet basil. 


Lasagna. Ours was baked from 
our own recipe (see below). To 
simplify the preparation, we used 
canned spaghetti sauce with meat 
instead of starting from scratch. 
Along with the cheeses, it makes a 
mighty zesty filling for the lasagna 


noodles (widest ribbon pasta). For 
real Italian accent, prepare your 
baking dish by rubbing with a cut 
clove of garlic followed by a brush 
of olive oil. 

Perhaps at your market you can 
find frozen lasagna all ready to 
bake. As it comes from the oven, 
trim with very thin slices of Mozza- 
rella and sprinkle with paprika as 
we did above. 


Minestrone comes from a can. 
When serving, give this rich vege- 
table soup a dash of oregano. And 
pass a basket of ‘crusty Italian 
bread. 


Ravioli—iittle pillows of dough 
with a tasty filling (in this case, 
minced beef) all in a tomato sauce 
—is a specialty from the canned- 
food shelf, too. Just heat and serve. 
Give platter a few parsley bouquets. 


Veal Scaloppine (not labeled, 
below the pizzas) is made by recipe 
(see page 115) speeded along by a 
can each of seasoned tomato sauce 
and broiled sliced mushrooms, and 
a package of green noodles. 


Antipasto tray (not labeled, be- 
low the ravioli) is a relish dish with 
zingo. We show spiced hearts of 
artichoke, Italian-style mild Tus- 
can salad peppers, pickled peppers 
(very hot!), sweet red-pepper 
halves, ripe and stuffed green 
olives, paper-thin slices of pepper- 
oni and roll-ups of salami. 


Spumoni, super-rich, multifla- 
vored ice cream is perfect to polish 
off a scrumptious Italian supper. 
The kind above boasts ribbons of 
pistachio, cherry, chocolate, and 
vanilla ice cream.

Tips from Chef Gillander 


Talk about claims to fame! Chef 
Gillander has aplenty at Jackson 
Lake Lodge. Here are some of his 
cooking tricks and recipes for you 
to try at your own back-yard feasts. 
He highlights beef, because if you 
could pick out one food most typ- 
ical of the mountain country, that 


would be it. 


Beef roundup 


Barbecue-broiled steak: Dip 
steak in this Marinade—1 cup sal- 
ad oil, 1 tablespoon soy sauce, 1 
clove garlic, chopped. This way 
you add subtle flavor and can skip 
greasing the grill as well! Cautions 
the Chef, ‘““Don’t cook to death— 
at least let steak show a bit of pink.” 

For beef en brochette: “Every 
shish-kabob needs a sauce.” Mari- 
nate 1-inch cubes of beef tender- 
loin or top sirloin in mixture of 
salad oil, wine vinegar, chopped 
onion, and pickling spices. Cover 
and keep in refrigerator 2 or 3 days. 
Then string on skewers with green- 
pepper squares, mushrooms, pearl 
onions, tomatoes. Broil over hot 
coals. 

Juicy burgers: Chef Gillander 
(supervises cooking of 400 ham- 
burgers a day!) has 1 ounce beef 
suet ground with each pound top 
round. He seasons burgers at the 
start, again midway in cooking. 

Chuck-wagon stews: Long, slow 
cooking at a lazy bubble is what 
makes the beef tender, brings about 
that luscious blend of flavors. Add 
vegetables when meat’s about half 
done so they’ll be just nicely cooked 
through and keep their color. 

Foil-roasting: Place beef roast 
(or veal, lamb, turkey) on large 
sheet of aluminum foil. Season. 
Around meat, add chopped car- 
rots, onions, celery, garlic. Fold foil 
upward to make package. Roast in 
slow oven. (Mr. Gillander boosts 
the temperature 50° for a tempting 
brown finish.) 

Braised Short Ribs: Tie 3-inch 
cuts with string like a little package. 
Roll in seasoned flour. Place in 
shallow roasting pan. Cover meat 
with finely chopped onion and 
celery leaves mixed with a little 
salad oil; add bay leaf. Brown in 
moderate oven (375°), turning oc- 
casionally. When well browned 
(about 30 minutes), add beef stock 
or condensed consomme to half 
cover. Cover with lid and continue 
cooking at 300° till tender. Serve 
with buttered broad noodles or 
roast potatoes with the vegetable- 
meat pan gravy. 

Salad styling 

At the Lodge, salads are “‘built 

up,” never flat as a pancake. To 
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give this lift, Chef Gillander serves 
salads in frilly double lettuce cups 
or atop a bed of shredded lettuce. 
He stands tomato slices on edge 
like cart wheels for third-dimension 
look. 

For tossed salads, all vegetables 
are in big pieces—identifiable, 
beautiful, fresh. 

In mixing French dressing, Mr. 
Gillander likes to heat the vinegar 
with seasonings, then let it steep to 
bring out all the good flavors. 

Roquefort Dressing: Use 1 part 
cream cheese to 2 of Roquefort 
cheese. Blend the softened cheeses 
and then add your favorite French 
dressing till of the consistency you 
prefer.

Cover and simmer over low heat 
until meat is almost tender, about 
11% to 2 hours. Add potatoes, car- 
rots, onions, and celery. Cook 
stew about 30 minutes longer. Add 
peas and continue cooking about 
15 minutes or till all is done. Makes 
6 to 8 servings. 
*Or use 1 can condensed bouillon. 


Apple Turnovers 

1 recipe Rich Pastry

2 cups finely chopped tart apples*

Who wants to teach Sunday school? 


Sunday-school session there had 
been only 17 youngsters. Would 
we have half that number this 
year? 

The first thing I wanted was 
some teachers with “spark.” I also 
wanted teachers who would tackle 
a tough job and not let go—whatever 
the discouragements might be, and 
however bad a superintendent I 
might prove to be. 

And my first teacher would be 
important—because on the selec- 
tion of teacher No. 1 might depend 
the acceptance—or the refusal—of 
others. 

We toured from house to house, 
buttonholed people in the store, 
ran up a phone bill. I got every ex- 
cuse under the sun, but I must ad- 
mit I wasn’t surprised. You see: I 
kept hearing my own arguments. 
“I’m too busy.” “I'd like to help 
but I’m away such a great deal.” 
“Well, I can’t get a baby-sitter.” 
“I don’t get along with kids.” 
*“Gosh, we have so many relatives 
and friends visit us on weekends.” 

I could sympathize, but that 
wasn’t any help getting a staff for 
those kids. And there were some 
arguments I couldn’t sympathize 
with. In ours, as in every parish, 
some people are always feeling 
“hurt” or slighted. Some people, 
I’ve learned, actually like to work 
up a feeling of having been slight- 
ed. In a way this covers up a desire 
to get out of working. If they’d

pitch in they’d realize how imagi- 
nary the slights are. 

So when people expressed old 
hurts, I didn’t try to get them on 
the team. People who have been 
offended in the past usually man- 
age to become offended again. 
Kids need teachers of sterner stuff. 


Ana then one day my wife sug- 
gested Dolly Winterbottom. Mrs. 
Bob Winterbottom was a newcom- 
er in town, but she was married to 
an energetic young husband who 
had been baptized in the church. I 
didn’t have much hope that she’d 
teach because I learned she was 
one of the busiest people in the 
parish. She was the mother of a 
small, lively son who had all of his 
father’s energy (and then some); 
and she had a house crammed with 
guests almost every weekend; she 
was helping her husband finish the 
house; and she had a job—in fact, 
not one job but éwo/ 

**She really won’t have time,” I 
said. 

But we went tosee her. Dolly was 
a clear-eyed, young woman with a 
quick, friendly smile. There was 
not an ounce of evasiveness in her. 

“Sure,” she grinned, “I'll teach 
—if you’re willing to put up with 
me, and show me what to do.” 

We had our first teacher. We 
didn’t know it then, but we were 
learning lesson No. 1: busy people 
make fine teachers.

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We quickly learned lesson No. 2: 
one good teacher attracts others. In 
quick order we lined up Mrs. Elsie 
Lorch, Mrs. Bunny Hotchkiss— 
and her husband Larry, and finally 
Mrs. Mary Kaufholz. That was 
five. My wife, who would be a sub- 
stitute, was six, and I was seven. 

Elsie Lorch was mother of two 
active boys; she ran a Cub Pack, 
bowled once a week, and had other 
community interests. Bunny Hotch- 
kiss also had a home to run—and 
three small children. Her husband 
traveled 40 miles a day to and from 
his job, worked at home evenings 
and had other responsibilities. 
Mary Kaufholz had two sons, a 
new home (and all the attention a 
new home requires). Besides that 
she was a capable administrator in 
several community activities and 
was always being “called on” by 
various groups. 

All these fine people were busier 
than they had any right to be. And 
the Hotchkisses had to drive 30 
miles every Sunday just to get to 
Sunday school and back! 

We had our teachers. However, 
would we have any children to 
teach? 

They came in a flood. Or so it 
seemed to us as we watched them 
file down into the dim, damp base- 
ment room that was our old-fash- 
ioned, out-of-date Sunday school. 
Some day we would have one of the 
modern schools that other churches 
are building. 

On this opening Sunday we’d 
managed to do things to that drab 
room. If we wanted youngsters 
(and teachers) to want to come to 








Sunday school we had to give them 
cheerful surroundings—not musti- 
ness. So we scrubbed the room, 
turned on the furnace long enough 
to dry out the dampness, and re- 
placed the dim old 60-watt bulbs 
with fresh, bright 100-watt bulbs 
all around. 

The room shone when the kids 
trooped in—and so did the faces. 
We counted those faces with great 
care—instead of 17, they kept on 
coming—45 in all. 

Now the question was: how to 
keep them. 

To answer this, we teachers first 
asked ourselves: why are they here? 

We knew of course that they 
were there (a) because parents 
brought or sent them, (b) because 
it was something to do, (c) and be- 
cause they would see their friends 
and make new friends. We didn’t 
think they came for fun. 

And strangely enough, we de- 
cided that to a surprising degree 
they were there to learn about God. 
Children are far more idealistic 
than we think. 


A child who enters a church 
knows he is entering a place of good 
—and he wants to be there. He 
may not want to stay there very 
long when all outdoors beckons. 
but he gets the idea—and likes it. 

We started with another prem- 
ise: children want discipline! 1 have 
heard of Sunday schools in which 
children become so noisy and un- 
ruly that teachers can’t teach. We 
resolved that this would never hap- 
pen to us. Would we find we were 
right? 


Now our school, like any other, 
had all kinds. We had husky, hefty 
farm boys—strong as prize fighters 
and full of life. We had girls of all 
natures—lively girls who ride 
horseback, swim—and quiet girls 
who don’t have much to say. Our 
kids, being both city-bred and 
farm-bred, were a cross section of 
everything. We had two quiet 
daughters of a French baroness; 
and two boys who handled cattle 
and tractors—and came to Sunday 
school right from their chores— 
sometimes in their work clothes. 
None of them was perfect. We had 
two or three boys or girls who, we 
discovered, dipped a sly hand into 
the collection pennies now and 
then. Then there was one solid lad 
who had found a dead policeman 
in the woods and, with two other 
boys, had tackled (and caught) the 
killer—an escaped convict. 


S. there was plenty of fire and 
little milk toast in our kids. Yet not 
once in our first year did we have a dis- 
cipline problem. The kids knew we 
meant business—but they also 
knew we liked and respected them. 

At the end of the first year we 
teachers still liked the kids and 
they liked us. I don’t think there was 
one of us teachers who ever wanted 
to miss seeing tall Larry McBride 
taking the processional cross and 
little - Pete Lorch, his red hair 
slicked and parted, taking the flag 
and leading the procession of 
youngsters out of the regular church 
service each Sunday at 11:30 a.m. 
(before the sermon). Down the 
aisle they’d come, and then they’d 





march down the stairs to the base- 
ment classroom. 

What did we do—besides lead . 
the lessons that were so thoroughly 
prepared each Sunday im the print- 
ed material we used? 


Once a month, on Friday eve- 
nings, we had movies. You should 
see them jam our movies (come- 
dies, nature, westerns). Most popu- 
lar films? The comedies and horse 
stories. 

We started an Outdoor Club 
(nonsectarian) and got the local 
game warden and game technician 
to show the kids how to build—and 
place—feeding boxes for pheasant. 
The kids planted a forest of young 
trees, saw how trout streams could 
be improved, helped place feed for 
deer in deep snows, learned how 
game is counted. 

We also planned a mountaintop 
chapel for sunrise services at Easter 
and evening services at other times 
in the year—and this is our next 
big project. One day the whole 
school climbed a tall hill for a 
mountaintop service. The boys cut 
logs and fashioned a cross, which 
was blessed by the rector. 

We put great stress on entertainment. 
Nothing in Scripture says a church 
must be a gloomy place. In fact the 
trend in today’s Sunday schools 
everywhere is to make the church a 
friendly place. Kids love a friendly, 
cheerful home; if a church is friendly 
and cheerful they develop warm affection 
for it. They’re driven away by stern 
gloom, which is contrary to every 
youngster’s nature.

What did we teach? 

Besides the standard lesson ma- 
terial we tried to teach: 

Love of God. 

Loyalty to the church of one’s 
faith—and to one’s own parish. All 
churches are torn by minor (some- 
times major) dissensions and hurt 
feelings; we’ve tried to teach our 
kids to stick by their church no matter 
what little parish problems arise. 

Simple honesty. We made it a point 
to let the two or three who had 
swiped pennies take up the collec- 
tion; and stressed that it was an 
honor to be so entrusted. We'd 
honor the plate bearers before the 
whole school. (After that, the pen- 
ny-swiping stopped.) 

Respect for each individual. As in 
any group, there were several who 
weren’t popular. Sometimes we 
heard—“‘Oh, is he coming along?” 
Or, “Do we have to have her?” In 
such cases we tried to help the unpopular 
child. 

We had two projects. Hanging 
in the basement room was a tat- 
tered old crimson banner with let- 
ters of gold. 

Beautiful as it still was, with its 
old-fashioned gold tassels, it was 
literally falling’ apart—in strips. 
Major surgery was needed. The 
kids voted to have it put in a frame 
behind glass and hung on the wall 
—a $20 project. To pay for it, 
they’d contribute a penny a week. 
The pennies poured in—and to 
record progress we relied on an old- 
fashioned “thermometer” poster. 

When the banner was duly in- 
stalled, with ceremony, we tackled 
another project. Last Christmas- 
time, our little Gothic church was 
deadly dark at night. 

The question was put to the 
school: should we raise pennies 
again and install an “ever-burn- 
ing”’ light—so that to passers-by at 
night the church would never look 
dark and deserted again? 

Hands flew up; they cheered. 
Again the pennies began to clatter 
into the big pickle jar (into whose 
brass screw-top we had cut a slot). 
Some older members of the church 
were aghast at the idea of collecting

pennies in a pickle jar and thought 
we should use a velvet-lined collec- 
tion plate. But the kids liked the 
old jar, and the sound of coins 
clattering in—and to the end that’s 
what we used. 

Again the thermometer chart 
went up on the wall, with a glow- 
ing floodlight painted at the top. 
Little by little the “mercury” crept 
up toward the light but this was a 
long pull: $50. 

You should have seen those pen- 
nies come in! One day a little girl 
dropped in 27 cents. Her teacher 
remonstrated. She knew Sally’s 
family wasn’t exactly rich. 

‘But I wanted to do it!”’ Sally al- 
most cried. “That’s my whole 
week’s allowance. I want to see 
that light up there!” 


‘Be light went up one wonder- 
ful night. It was an outdoor flood 
mounted in the crotch of a tall elm. 
Now, every night, the little church 
is flooded with light and the cross 
that tops the west wall glows 
against the stars. 

*There’s our light!’ shouted 
Sally the night it came on. 

And we heard later that ““Dusty” 
Marshall, one of our husky lads 
who moved away, made his family 
drive 70 miles a few nights later so 
he could see the light! 

If you think you wouldn’t like to 
teach Sunday school, reflect on 
these things and think again. It gets 
hold of you! 

“Those kids seem to expect so 
much,” said Larry Hotchkiss one 
night. “You just get the feeling you 
can’t ever let them down!” 

Things the kids will expect of 
you are: 

Simplicity, amiability,. honesty 
of purpose, the kind of plain faith 
that doesn’t need dramatization, 
discipline, and reliability. (Kids 
never forget a broken promise.) 
They also look for standards. 

As for my teachers and me, we’re 
all out of breath trying to come up 
to some of these expectations. But 
we’re in there for another inning 
right now—and we're having the time 
of our lives.

high, dense pile and firm backing 





The more pile or tufts per square inch the longer wear 
you can expect. This is called density. Folding a sam- 
ple of carpet with the pile side out shows you how 
dense it is and lets you examine individual tufts. 

If the carpet quality is alike in every other way, a 
looped -pile carpet generally lasts longer than a cut-pile 
carpet. Tightly twisted yarns made of many strands 
resist matting and wear. 

You can see that Sample 3 has the least twist and 
the tufts are farther apart than Samples | and 2; it 
would probably wear quickly, though the pile is long. 





You can also tell closeness of pile by looking at the back 
of the carpet. In woven rugs such as Wiltons, velvets, 
and Axminsters, each row or ridge on the back corre- 
sponds to the rows of surface pile. It’s easy to see that 
the rows on the top sample are spaced farther apart 
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> Take measurements —decide carpet size 


For wall-to-wall carpeting, measure the 
length and width of the room. For room- 
size carpets, allow an 8-inch margin be- 
tween rug and wall in small rooms, 12-inch 
margin in large rooms. Allow 4 inches from 
the wall for kraft-fibre carpets because 
they may stretch. 

To quickly estimate number of square 
yards of carpet you nieed, multiply width 
by length (in feet) and divide answer by 9. 
For example: 12x15=180 sq. ft.+9=20 sq. 
yds. 


> Ask about new fibers and constructions 


Nylon, saran, cotton, and carpet rayon 
have been developed to give better service, 
but there is still no perfect rug fiber. Blends 
should contain at least 20 percent of a fiber 
to benefit from its strong points. Ask about 
all, decide which suits your needs best. 

Tufting is a new carpet construction that 
can give you good quality for less. 


> Look for new dyes and finishes 


Solution-dyed rayons (similar to those in 
fade-resistant draperies) are used in heav- 
ier weights for carpets. You can even re- 
move stubborn stains with household 
bleach without harming colors or pile. 
Special finishes, put on at the factory, 
resist soil, moths, reduce static electricity. 
Kraft-fibre rugs get plastic coatings. 





Looking at the backs of tufted rugs, you'll see either 
stitching or the backs of surface tufts, not necessarily 
in rows. Again, the closer the better. Sample 3 is better 
than 1. Sometimes a coating covers the carpet backing, 
hiding the carpet construction as it does in Sample 2

Cerebral palsy

Q.. family doctor pronounced me dead when 
I was born. As he turned to save my mother he 
laid my breathless body on the floor. My grand- 
mother grabbed me up and began bathing me in 
warm water. With the grace of God, I gave out a 
yell. 

During my early years, my grandmother kept 
making a remark which puzzled and haunted 
me. She would glance in my direction and shake 
her head. 

“It doesn’t pay to interfere with God’s plans,” 
she would say sadly. 

And there were many times during the 63 
years since my difficult birth in Wausau, Wis- 
consin, when I wholeheartedly agreed with her. 
That day, when my grandmother brought me 
back from the dead, I had survived the cruelest 
blow nature can give man. I was born with 
cerebral palsy. 

Most handicapped people look back to an un- 
happy, lonely childhood. But my early years 
were like one long birthday party. Although I 
was unable to talk, or feed myself, and spent my 
waking hours in a wheel chair, I had no idea 
there was anything really wrong with me. Noth- 
ing was known of cerebral palsy in those days, 
and my parents tried to ease their shame of hav- 
ing this shaking, slobbering child—who was most 
certainly an idiot—by pretending my affliction 
simply didn’t exist. 

Perhaps because of this feeling of guilt, my 
mother and father indulged my every whim. I 
was pampered and spoiled; I believed I was some 
great and privileged person. But the long birth- 





AT THE AGE of 23, Dr. Theodore A. Bretscher was unable to speak, 
read, or write. Although he was once almost committed to a home 
for the feeble-minded, he taught himself to read three languages, and 
later graduated from the University of Cincinnati with three degrees, 
including a doctor’s degree in philosophy. This was accomplished 
without taking a single note—since he was unable to grasp a pencil, 
he had to rely on his memory only. A noted lecturer, writer, and 
teacher, he is now in charge of education at the school for Motor 
Rehabilitation of the Cerebral Palsied, in Pompano Beach, Florida. 
Dr. Bretscher explains his conquest of a tragic handicap by referring 
to his warm, personal philosophy —a creed for living which can be 
applied to the able-bodied as well as the disabled. This is his story.

There was a 
burst of forced conversation as 
everyone tried to pretend I wasn’t 
there. 

If they joked about it I wouldn’t 
have felt so terrible. By the time I 
sat down to dinner I was jiggling 
like a puppet on a string. To climax 
a horrible evening, my arm went 
wild once again as I reached for the 
fork, and completely flipped the 
plate of food onto my lap. 


Slowly I began to understand 
my distorted, mirrored world. A 
few months after the disastrous din- 
ner party, I was dining with a girl 
friend in a Cincinnati restaurant. 
The romance was rocky, and soon 
we were arguing. 

Suddenly she broke off and 
pointed at the table. ‘‘Look what 
you’ve just done!”’ she exclaimed. 

I glanced down. Distracted, in 
the heat of the argument, I had 
calmly lifted my cup of coffee and 
drained it, without spilling a drop 
—the first time in my life the arm 
had made a steady movement! 

Usually a cerebral-palsy victim 
will improve with age, and the 
passing years did help me. But it 
was the ability to get away from my 
affliction which enabled me to 
stand on my own two feet, and 
walk and talk in a comparatively 
calm, normal fashion. 

An approach to cerebral palsy, 
Ilearned, must go beyond the ed- 
ueators who put a limit on its vic- 
tims’ mentality. Exercising to train 
still undamaged nerves, and cut- 
ing certain taut muscles often 

But our great- 
st need is emotional and psycho- 
logical development, and particu- 
larly the realistic recognition of our 
physical limitations. 
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After I had received my Ph.D. I 
traveled to a large medical center 
in New York, my heart high with 
an expectation of a cure. There 
was talk of great discoveries in the 
treatment of cerebral palsy, of 
miraculous operations and won- 
drous drugs. But after several pain- 
ful weeks of treatment I came to 
the bitter conclusion that an ap- 
proach to this condition must also 
go beyond those doctors who offer 
pills tq cure something that cannot 
yet be éured. 

But it could be conquered, I 
learned, by losing oneself in the 
wonderful world that surrounds us. 
And this is what I teach my stu- 
dents, by developing their senses 
and making them acutely aware of 
colors, sounds, smells, touch. They 
are aware of everything—the 
number of steps to the schoolhouse, 
the color of a rain-washed sky, the 
rustle of a falling leaf. 


_ many of my students can- 
not talk, let alone write or walk, 
the first problem is learning—and 
then developing—their special in- 
terests. One pupil was a young 
girl who was listless and indifferent 
to every subject, until the day I 
spoke on geography. As I talked, 
the girl’s dull eyes started to 
sparkle with interest. 

“‘What’s the name of this coun- 
try?” I asked suddenly, indicating 
one continent. 

“I know!” the girl exclaimed. 
**That’s South America!” 

It was the first time I had ever 
heard the girl speak clearly. But I 
had found something outside her- 
self that had interested her. She 
forgot she couldn’t talk—and 
talked. 

Conquest of a handicap through 
self-forgetfulness is something that 
must be continually worked on. 
Even today, the minute I think of 
myself I get tense and can’t talk. 

Some years ago I accepted an in- 
vitation to lecture to a graduate 
class at Columbia University. I 
had never lectured before, and that 
night as I prepared my notes the 
anticipation of talking to 80 stu- 
dents began to panic me. 


Next morning I telephoned the 
professor to say that I had de- 
veloped a desperate illness and 
couldn’t stir out of the house. But 
she had left town. I couldn’t back 
out. 

The terror grew until I wasn’t 
even sure I would be able to talk. 
And the more I thought of myself 
the more difficulty I had in walk- 
ing. On the way to the University I 
stumbled and fell into the gutter, 
where I lay like that distracted 
centipede in the jingle, until a cab 
driver came along and took me to 
the campus. My clothes were mud- 
dy and disheveled, and as I tried 
to brush off the dirt, frantically 
searching for some way to escape 
this nightmare, a student popped 
his head out of the building. 

“Heck, you’re all right,” he 
grinned. “Come on in. We’re wait- 
ing for you.” 

I stood before the class, and to 
my horror my head began to 
shake, and I had to grip the back 
of the chair to keep from falling. 
Desperately, I asked a student to

we can cross it is by forgetting our 
affliction and what we are trying 
to do. And when a well-meaning 
person draws our attention back to 
our handicap by telling us to “re- 
lax and take it easy,”” we must shut 
our ears to this advice. 


Don't think that self-forgetful- 
ness is all there is to it. We have to 
accept a true perspective of our 
condition and possibilities, and de- 
velop the courage to compete, the 
best we know how, with the normal 
world. We must continue to learn, 
and be conscious of how much 
there is about ourselves, the world, 
and the universe which we do not 
know. No platitudes of hope and 
faith from our friends can cure us. 
We must have faith only in our 
own intellect, and the act of simply 
living in this miraculous world of 
ours. This has been the core of my 
philosophy; and once this is ac- 


cepted, the iron curtain of our 
strange world lifts. 

There are nearly 600,000 people 
like myself in the United States, 
and 10,000 more born every year. 
Although cerebral palsy occurs 
most frequently at birth, not many 
people realize it may happen any 
time, to anyone, as the result of an 
accident, illness, or infection. Vic- 
tims of this disorder are often 
handicapped in many different 
ways. Some are as much as 80 or 70 
percent deaf, in addition to their 
neuromuscular affliction. Despite 
the severity of this handicap, we 
ask only to be understood. 

The next time you see a person 
staggering down the street, don’t 
jump to conclusions. The “alco- 
holic” may be a courageous victim 
of cerebral palsy making his way 
in the world as best he can. If you 
notice someone grimace frightfully 
in an effort to speak, don’t con- 
clude that he is an idiot. Despite 
appearances, the man may be ex- 
tremely intelligent and capable. 
Your awareness of that—and of 
what you have learned in this 
article—will telegraph itself to 
him. That kind of help will be ap- 
preciated by him—though he may 
be unable to express his thanks.

day as the Lee Highway, it leads 
through Fairfax where a stop at 
the clerk’s office in the old, vine- 
covered county courthouse will en- 
able you to see the original wills of 
George and Martha Washington. 

Four and a half miles west of 
Centerville you'll see, on your 
right, the Old Stone Bridge across 
Bull Run Creek which figured 
prominently in both Battles of 
Manassas. State 234, a mile beyond 
the bridge, leads left one mile to 
Manassas National Battlefield Park 
where you'll visit the splendid 
museum and follow informative, 
self-guided tours over the battle- 
field. With the aid of an elaborate 
electrical map, Superintendent 
Jim Myers and his staff present a 
vivid portrayal of the furious ac- 
tion which took place here when 
the South’s General Thomas Jona- 
than Jackson won his immortal 
name, “‘Stonewall.”’ 

The Lee Highway, lined with 
antique stone and rail fences, leads 
you westward through Warrenton, 
beyond which the lofty purple 
peaks of the Blue Ridge Mountains 
dominate the horizon. Turn right 
20 miles beyond Warrenton to fol- 
low U. S. 522 northward to Front 
Royal, gateway to Shenandoah 
National Park. At Dickey Ridge 
Overlook on the Skyline Drive, 244 
miles inside the park, you’ll enjoy 
your first bird’s-eye view of the 
fertile Shenandoah Valley, “‘Bread- 
basket of the Confederacy.” From 
this point on, scenic vistas of the 
valley to the west and of the Pied- 
mont Plateau to the east become 
more and more spectacular as the 
broad, flower-bordered Skyline 
Drive climbs gradually higher.

From Panorama, where the 
drive intersects U. S. 211, it’s just 
9 miles to the fabulous Caverns of 
Luray. Beyond Panorama the drive 
leads to Skyland (10 miles) and 
Big Meadows (20 miles), both af- 
fording comfortable overnight ac- 
commodations. Saddle horses are 
also available at Skyland, while at 
Big Meadows you’ll find an excel- 
lent picnic area together with 
elaborate tent and trailer camp 
sites. 


Third day: Shenandoah Na- 
tional Park, Charlottesville, 
and Lexington, Virginia. (149 
miles) 

Skyland (elev. 3,680 feet) is the 
highest spot on the Skyline Drive, 
and Big Meadows marks the half- 
way point. 

At Rockfish Gap turn left on U. 
S. 250 to Charlottesville. Here 
you'll drive through the shaded 
campus of the University of Vir- 
ginia and frequently see sections of 
its famous red-brick, serpentine 
wall, begun by Thomas Jefferson 
when he founded the University in 
1817.

to Monticello you’ll pass Michie 
Tavern (1735), the boyhood home 
of Patrick Henry. 

Beautifully designed, 35-room 
Monticello was Thomas Jefferson’s 
home for 56 years, and your visit 
here will quickly impress you with 
the true genius of its owner. 

Two miles beyond Monticello is 
Ash Lawn (1799), home of James 
Monroe, and famous for its fine 
boxwood hedges. 

From Charlottesville, return via 
U. S. 250 to Staunton, birthplace 
of Woodrow Wilson, and turn left 
on U. S. 11 to Lexington. This 
“Shrine of the South” was the 
home of the Confederacy’s two 
greatest heroes, Robert E. Lee and 
Thomas J. (Stonewall) Jackson. 
Driving into town you’ll see, on 
your right, the campus of Virginia 
Military Institute (West Point of 
the South) whose teen-aged cadets 
were credited with winning the 
Battle of New Market for the Con- 
federacy in 1864. 

A right turn from U. S. 11 onto 
Jefferson Street will lead you to the 
campus of Washington and Lee 
University, endowed by George 
Washington in 1782. Robert E. 
Lee became its president immedi- 
ately after the War Between the 
States, serving in that capacity un- 


til his death 5 years later. The gen- 
eral and members of his family are 
buried in Lee Memorial Chapel, 
where Valentine’s statue of Lee 
and an extensive Civil War muse- 
um are of particular interest. 


Fourth day: Lexington, Appo- 
mattox, Petersburg, and Nor- 
folk, Virginia. (232 miles) 

From Lexington follow U. S. 60 
east, and turn right at the junction 
with State 26 leading south to Ap- 
pomattox. From the village you'll 
angle 3 miles northeast again on 
State 24 to Appomattox Court 
House National Historical Monu- 
ment. 

At Appomattox Village rejoin 
U. S. 460 and follow that highway 
to Petersburg. Trench warfare in 
America reached its peak here dur- 
ing a 10-month siege which led to 
the fall.of the Confederate capital 
in 1856. 

When you’ve completed your 
tour of the museum and battlefield 
area follow U. S. 460-58 southwest 
to Portsmouth, Virginia Beach, 
and Norfolk. The waters off Nor- 
folk were the scene of the historic 
Monitor-Merrimac engagement, 
the first battle of ironclad vessels, 
on March 9, 1862. The world’s 
largest naval base and extensive 
shipbuilding operations are located 
here and in the Newport News vi- 
cinity. 

Virginia Beach offers visitors its 
2-mile concrete promenade, with 
fishing, swimming, _ picnicking, 
horseback riding, sailing, and golf. 
Overnight camping facilities and 


trailer sites are available at Sea- 
shore State Park. 


Fifth day: Newport News, 
Yorktown, and Williamsburg, 
Virginia. (49 miles) 

During your ferry trip across 
Hampton Roads from Norfolk to 
Old Point Comfort you’ll see sev- 
eral types of our biggest warships 
riding at anchor or moving about 
the harbor. Be sure to visit the mu- 
seum at Fort Monroe where you 
drive ashore. 

Leaving Fort Monroe bear right 
on U. S. 258 for about 5 miles to 
the junction with U. S. 60. A right 
turn here will lead you to the new 
Confederate War Memorial Muse- 
um and the Mariners’ Museum, 
both exceptionally interesting to 
families. 

Yorktown Battlefield, via U. S. 
17, is your next stop. Here the park 
service information center and a 
self-guided tour among the fortifi- 
cations and emplaced artillery tell 
the story of the siege of 1781. 

From Yorktown follow the scenic 
Colonial Parkway westward along 
the York River to Williamsburg. 
This quaint old town, for 80 years 
the capital of Virginia, has been 
painstakingly restored to its Eight- 
eenth Century appearance. Its old 
shops, public buildings. Colonial 
homes and gardens take the visitor 
back 200 years and provide a 
unique experience for adults and 
children alike. Paul Green’s sym- 
phonic historical drama of the Rev- 
olutionary period, ““The Common

So measure carefully length and 
width of each chair part to be cut 
as separate (named) piece.

Only tricky 
part: widest section may be top. 


Inside back and seat area, 
from top band to bottom of chair 
platform, is one big rectangle. 
Add 3 inches on both sides for 
tuck-in; 6 inches to length for 
tuck-in for seat-back crevice. 


Top band width is thickness of 
chair. It starts at seam where 
arm joins the chair—is a con- 
tinuous piece with no seams. 
Arm plate is easy to measure. 
As with all pieces, add 1-inch 
seam allowance on each side. 


Back piece is asimple rectangle. 
Don’t forget to measure the chair 
pillow and boxing (see page 212).

Inside arm pieces start at out- 
side arm curve, go down to inside 
seat.

Chairs will differ so use your own 
chair measurements to see how 
much fabric you need; what or- 
der to chalk out pieces. 
1. Cut a paper block to scale (1 
inch= | foot) for each piece. 
2. Write name and actual length 
and width of piece on block; add 
allowance for seaming, tuck-in. 
3. Juggle blocks between lines to 
represent fabric. Draw to scale (1 
inch=| foot), 54 inches apart. 
4. Run lengthwise measurement 
of pieces crosswise of fabric. Run 
flounce, pillow boxing, top band 
lengthwise. Plan 30-inch square 
for cording. Use space wisely.

HAVE YOU HESITATED to make 
much-needed slipcovers because “the 
house will be in a mess for weeks?” 
You can start slipcovering right now. 
Better Homes &§ Gardens method shows 
how you can make separate units in 
small stretches of sewing time. Here 
are secrets of well-tailored slipcovers. 

Fabric is always worked on with 
threads running perfectly straight. 
Notice on Cutting Guide, left, all pieces 
are absolutely parallel to edges of fabric. 
Chalk and cut on straight; pin and fit on 
on the straight; sew on straight of the 
fabric. Choose firmly woven fabric to 
work on. Solid-colored or textured 
fabric is good to start on—there’s no 
pattern to match.

Glory,” is presented outdoors 
nightly (except Mondays) during 
July and August. 


Sixth day: Williamsburg, 
Jamestown, and Richmond, 
Virginia. (61 miles) 

Head for Jamestown via Virgin- 
ia State 31. At Jamestown in 1607, 
the first permanent English settle- 
ment in North America was estab- 
lished with Captain John Smith as 
leader. Here in 1614, the Indian 
princess, Pocahontas, was married 
to John Rolfe in the Old Church, 
the tower of which is today the only 
evidence above ground of the 
town’s original location. A great 
deal of archeological work has been 
accomplished by the National Park 
Service, and several exhibit rooms 
containing displays of excavated 
objects are open to the public. 

Entering Richmond, turn left off 
U. S. 60 at 20th Street, where at 
the foot of the hill near 20th and 
Main you'll find Richmond’s old- 
est house, the Edgar Allan Poe 
shrine. Other important places to 
see in Richmond include the Vir- 
ginia State Capitol with its famous 
Houdin statue of Washington; Lee 
House, occupied by the general’s 
family in 1864-65; Battle Abbey; 
Virginia Museum of Fine Arts; 
Valentine Museum; and the Con- 
federate Museum which today oc- 
cupies the former White House of 
the Confederacy. 


Seventh day : Richmond, Fred- 
ericksburg, and Alexandria, 
Virginia. (177 miles) 

On this last day of your Virginia 
circle tour you'll follow U.S. 360 
northeast from Richmond and 
across the Rappahannock River to 
Warsaw. Turn left here on Vir- 
ginia State 3 and right again on 
State 214 to reach Stratford Hall, 
ancestral home and birthplace of 
Robert E. Lee. The house was 
built in 1727, and from its design 
and furnishings you’ll derive a 
clear picture of life as it was lived 
on a typical, ante-bellum Virginia 
plantation. 

Nine miles farther north, just off 
State 3, is George Washington 
Birthplace National Monument. 

From Washington’s Birthplace 
it’s just 38 miles to Fredericksburg, 
on the Rappahannock River mid- 
way between the opposing Civil 
War capitals. Furious fighting dur- 
ing the war years almost complete- 
ly obliterated the city. 

Miles of earthworks and some 
emplaced artillery are still in 
evidence today. At Guinea, Vir- 
ginia, you'll find the restored home 
in which 39-year-old Stonewall 
Jackson died, 5 days after being 
mistakenly shot by his own troops 
at Chancellorsville. 

There are other things to do in 
Fredericksburg too. Don’t miss the 
fine park service information cen- 
ter and museum. President James 
Monroe’s law office and the homes 
of George Washington’s mother 
and sister, and that of John Paul 
Jones, may all be visited. Doctor 
(General) Hugh Mercer’s Apothe- 
cary Shop is also well worth a stop.

N. long ago, the manager in charge of the Brazilian office 
for a company manufacturing adhesive bandages was happy 
to note that some of his products had found their way into the 
deepest jungles of Mato Grosso, introduced there by mission- 
aries. Sales in that remote region failed to boom, however, be- 
cause the primitive Indians in the territory found them useless 

they wouldn’t stick. Investigation finally disclosed the rea- 
son; unable to read the directions which accompanied each 
package of bandages, the natives had not gotten around to 
peeling off the protective crinoline. 

While we can forgive these Amazon aboriginals for their 
faux pas on grounds of not being able to read, the embarrassing 
truth is that most people who can read are just as unable to 
follow directions.

If two carpets are equal in twist, weight, and closeness of pile, the 
one with the deepest pile should wear the longer, feel more luxurious 
under foot. Again, the more pile per square inch the better quality 


Resilience, or ability of pile 
to spring back into place, is 
important to avoid a matted, 
worn-out look in carpets. It 
varies according to kind of fi- 
ber, amount of yarn in pile. 
To test for resilience, put 
samples of carpets you are 
considering under the legs of 
a chair overnight. Then see if 
indentation disappears when 
you move the chair away. 
The inevitable shading that 
appears on solid color, cut- 
pile carpets shouldn’t be con- 
fused with lack of resilience. 
Even the best quality cut pile 
tends to show light and dark 
areas. Vacuuming generally 
removes some shading.

instruction-ignorers. Housewives 
offend on scores of counts. Dad’s 
habit of dispensing with the direc- 
tions is equally common.

A badly out-of-shape pillow 
can be replaced for only a few 
dollars.

Note the crevices where 
extra fabric must be tucked in 
so slipeover holds in place. 


Springs in the seat allow for 
“give” and comfortable sit- 
ting.

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Don’t deny your child discipline 


Confused about too much and too little discipline? 


A leading psychologist gives you common-sense answers 


By Thomas F. Staton, Ph.D. 


M.. Jones was chatting with visitors when 
8-year-old Tommy swept into the living room. 
He was at the moment a jet fighter in hot pursuit 
of the enemy, with sound effects of engine and 
guns going at full blast. 

“Tommy, you'll have to go into another room 
to play, or get something quiet to do if you stay 
in here,” said his mother. 

‘‘Baaaaaaaaaa da-da-da-da-da-da baaaaaa,” 
the “‘jet’”” roared around the room circling the 
chair of one of the visitors in its flight, one “wing 
tip’’ brushing her hair. 

“Tommy!” repeated Mrs. Jones, “listen to 
me! You know better than to act like that. Go to 
your room and stay there until I come.” 

The roar of the jet subsided. “‘I don’t want to 
go in there! I want to stay in here. I’m goin’

Mrs. Jones spoke firmly. “‘Go to your room 
this instant, young man, and without another 
word out of you! We'll discuss this matter later.”

“T wish I could get Jacky to know that,” said 
Mrs. Brown. “‘He is the same age as Tommy, and 
he’s getting so he absolutely ignores anything I 
tell him that doesn’t suit him. But don’t they 
say you kill a child’s initiative or warp his per- 
sonality by not letting him express himself—

Encouraged by pseudo psychologists and maud- 
linly sentimental parents, teachers, and others, 
the fashion (now fortunately going out of style) 
has been to permit children free expression of 
personality and uninhibited development. 

This has often resulted in children being al- 
lowed to behave as they wanted to, with little 
guidance and less discipline or repression of anti- 
social tendencies and activities. Children reared 
under this pitiful policy have been allowed to 
grow up rude, inconsiderate, and disrespectful 
of authority. 
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The result is summed up in the note a fond) 
mother is credited with sending to little Willy's” 
teacher on Willy’s first day in a new school: 

““My dear Miss Greene: 4 

“Willy is a very high-strung child. Please do 

not punish him if he seems a little boisterous) 

as he is not accustomed to it. We never strikee 

him at home except in self-defense.” 4 

An undisciplined child has been compared 
a drifting boat with no strong hand at the rude” 
der. Such a boat is swirled by every whim 6f ti 
and wind, and is the most insecure and uncertain” 
thing imaginable. It gets nowhere except by ace _ 
cident. It adjusts, it is true, but its adjustment is ~ 
a vapid, helpless, unrewarding -existence. c 

A child lacks the maturity and experience 
necessary to know how to behave properly. 

Eight-year-old Tommy has never been both- 
ered by people slamming doors, dashing through 
a room in which he is talking with guests, or 
rudely injecting themselves into his conversa- 
tions, so he is simply ignorant of the unpleasant 
feelings people invite toward themselves by such — 
actions. 


Tommy needs the guidance and control of 
parents who understand such situations. Their 
experience will take the place of his own inex- — 
perience until, finally, he himself learns and un- ~ 
derstands ways of conducting himself and de- 

velops patterns of behavior which will make his 

presence enjoyed by others. >, 

If he is permitted to grow up as an undisci- 
plined child, he will act with only his own desires 
and pleasures in mind. His obstreperous be- 
havior that completely ignores the rights and 
wishes of others will, as the years pass, interfere 
with his ability to make friends and get along 
with people. 

Few children have the self-discipline to make 
themselves do something they do not want to do, 
even though they know they should do it. 

Young Jimmy knows he ought to turn off tele- 
vision in time to do his arithmetic homework, 
but often he simply does not have the will power 
to do this. His parents must see to it that he does 
stop looking and start studying. If not, he will go 
to school the next day unprepared. 

Children need to learn to obey rules promptly 
and graciously. The self-discipline required to 
adjust happily and easily to the regulations un- 
der which all of us must daily live in a civilized 
society does not come naturally. It is learned. It 
is most easily and most effectively learned in 
childhood. 

Parents are (or should be!) the agents of 
authority in the home. Family rules and policies 
should be sensible, but enforced. Obedience as 4 
matter of course, promptly _[ Turn to page 309

Many baby doctors now prefer 
that newborns be given lap baths 
for the first several weeks or month. 
Often, they recommend that the 
babies be cleansed during this pe- 
riod with oil applied with cotton 
pledgets, or with water only, rather 
than with soap and water.

An oval tub of graniteware, enamelware, or plastic is serviceable 
for bathing Baby. Placed on the kitchen table, it leaves plenty of 
table-top room for bath equipment and towels, as well as dressing 
space. Note how Mother holds Baby for his safety while in the tub 


diaper, safety pins, and waterproof 
diaper cover, if desired. 

If Baby’s fingernails need clean- 
ing, the blunt tip of a toothpick 
will do the job. If his nails need 
cutting, you may find it easier to 
perform this operation with your 
manicure scissors while the baby is 
asleep. 


Wear an ample bath apron to 
keep your dress from being soaked. 

Before you undress Baby for his 
bath, scrub your hands and nails 
with hot, soapy water. Keep your 
nails short and rounded so you will 
not scratch the baby. 

The water for Baby’s bath should 
be soft. If your household water is 
hard, add a water softener to it. 
The temperature of the water 
should register 95 to 100 degrees on 
a bath thermometer or feel com- 
fortably warm to your elbow. 

If Baby’s scalp is to be sham- 
pooed, moisten and lightly soap 
a clean, soft washcloth or large 
piece of cotton and wash his head 
before he is put into the tub, and 
while he is still wrapped in a re- 
ceiving blanket or towel. Then 
hold him, face upward, over the 
tub or pan of water and rinse his 
scalp thoroughly, sponging the wa- 
ter from his forehead back towards 
his neck so that soap will not get in 
his eyes. 

Clear water is generally suffi- 
cient to cleanse Baby’s face during 


his early months. If his nostrils or 
ears need cleaning, moisten cotton 
swabs and wipe the parts gently. 
Don’t poke up his nose or into his 
inner ear. 

If his eyelids or the corners of his 
eyes need special attention, wash 
them gently with a piece of cotton 
moistened with clear, warm water, 

Now soap and rinse the rest of 
his body, being sure that the folds 
under chin, arms, genital region, 
and his buttocks are thoroughly 
cleansed. Then, Baby is ready to 
be dried, lotioned, oiled, or pow- 
dered—and dressed. 


I he is getting his bath in a tub, 
he will probably enjoy being al 
lowed to kick and splash for a few 
moments before you lift him out. 

Bathtime may be before Baby's 
morning nap, after his afternoon 
nap, or before his bedtime—which- 
ever is most convenient for you or 
seems to suit him best. The bathing 
spot may be the kitchen, bedroom, 
or bathroom. In cold weather, the

factor. Otherwise, bathe the baby 
wherever you find it easiest to work 
with him.

File under Hand tools 
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Files won’t chatter across stock — which dulls 
teeth—if you keep material to be filed 
clamped in rigidly and close to jaws of the vise. 

To prevent material from being damaged 
by the jaws of the vise, cushion it with small 
pieces of wood (if material is wood) or metal. 

Files are made in many different sizes and 
shapes. The sizes you'll probably use most 
may range from 4 to 12 inches, in shapes of 
mill, flat, round, half-round, and triangular. 





For coarse filing, hold file as shown. Always 
exert enough pressure on the file to keep it 
cutting. Too little pressure causes the file to 
slip and skip over the work; dulls teeth. 

On all flat surfaces, keep the file parallel. 
Don’t let it rock back and forth or you'll tend 
to round the stock as you progress. 


The range of coarseness and fineness of a 
file is coarse, bastard, second-cut, and smooth. 
Work you will do determines use. 
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Always lock material tightly in vise 


— 


Lift file off material on return stroke. This 
keeps back of teeth from dulling and wearing 
and damaging sharp cutting edges. 

However, when you're filing soft metals 
such as lead, aluminum, copper, some brass 
alloys, and so on, drag the file across the metal 
on the return stroke to help clean the teeth. 

A single-cut file has a single row of parallel 
teeth. A double-cut file has a second row of 
teeth criss-crossing the first row. 








For smoother cuts and light filing, grip the file 
this way. Go toward edge of the material for 
edge sharpening, then away from it for finishing 
touches, if a keen edge isn’t necessary. For 
draw-filing (finishing touches on long, flat sur- 
faces) push file across material at right angles. 
A coarse file has a small number of large 
teeth, while a smooth file has a large number 
of small or fine teeth. The cut of a file is deter- 
mined by this and the spacing of the teeth. 
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Keep files sharp by keeping 
them stored properly 


Dull files usually get that way from being 
thrown down on workbench tops and concrete 
floors or stored in drawers with other metal 
tools. To keep them sharp, hang them in a 
rack. If they go into your tool kit, wrap each 
one separately in heavy paper or cloth. 
Avoid touching file teeth as much as possi- 
ble. Moisture from your hands rusts them. 


To make storage rack shown bere, cut dadoes 
in strip of 2x2 and 1x4 to form series of slots. 
Dado both pieces of stock at one time so slots 
line up. Spacing and width of cuts vary on 
the number and different-size files you have 





Glue and brad dadoed strips to piece of 4- 
inch (or thicker) plywood. Make sure slots 
line up. Bottom strip is fastened on from 
back; light molding (4x1 inch) is tacked 
along the front of dado cuts to form “pocket” 


Files need handles; you can buy them or make them yourself

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‘te magic is heatproofing. And it means not only that your 
home can be degrees cooler this summer, but that the ideal 
in all-year comfort, air conditioning, may now be within 
your budget—its cost reduced by half or more. Further, this 
work is an investment which will bring you regular divi- 
dends, year in, year out. 

What is the theory behind heatproofing? Walter Taylor, 
who directs research and education for the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, explains it this way. 

‘““Your home is basically a shell, which protects you from 
the elements. We spend much effort making that shell resist 
wind and rain. But we have neglected the factor of heat. 

“In summer,” continued Taylor, “the shell offers little 
resistance to heat rushing into your home. In winter, heat 
rushes out just as rapidly. 

“In the past we have solved these problems largely by 
using machines to remove heat entering in summer and re- 
place heat lost in winter. But this is an expensive solution. 

“‘We now believe in first strengthening the resistance of 





the shell to heat—keeping it out in summer, holding in win- 
ter warmth. We feel this is good common sense. And scien- 
tific experiments have proved the theory repeatedly.” 

For a better understanding of this heatproofing idea, you 
might try seeing your own home as Mr. Taylor and the heat 
experts see it. Looking down on your home, you’d see a 
broad expanse of roof, probably dark in color. In summer 
this dark expanse behaves like a giant blotter, soaking up the 
rays of the sun, storing them, and turning the rooms below 
into so many slow ovens. 


How hot does a roof get in summer? When the air tempera- 
ture is in the 90’s, your roof can be a broiling 140 to 165 
degrees. Heats as high as 190 have been recorded. 

Strangely enough, these high heats are true whether you 
live in a Boston suburb or the Arizona desert. For while 
there are big differences in the sun’s radiation in winter, 
summer radiation is much the same throughout the nation. 
And that radiant heat passes into your home with dismaying 
speed. 

The long stretches of exterior wall are probably lighter in 
color, and at a less direct angle to the sun, so they get less hot 
than your roof. But unshaded walls can cook at 135 degrees 
on hot days, and transfer that heat inward fast.

And there are 
many heat sources within your 
home. You can and should pro- 
yide venting for kitchen and bath, 
and especially for a clothes dryer. 

Your next project is increasing 
the heat resistance of outside walls, 
and insulation is the first step again. 

In many existing frame houses 
wall insulation is easily blown into 
the space between inside and out- 
side walls. This costs the same as 
contractor-installed roof insulation. 

East, west, and south walls are 
the big heat absorbers. But unless 
you rarely need winter heating, re- 
member that the north wall may 
lose much .of your winter warmth. 
So it is wise to use some insulation 
all around. Three and five-eighths 
inches is usually considered maxi- 
mum wall insulation. 

Masonry walls, are easy to in- 
sulate while the building is going 
up. Walls of masonry veneer on 
frame can be insulated like other 
frame walls. 

Luckily there are many ways to 
stop heat before it reaches your 
walls. Light-colored paints are a 
great help. White will give you 
best heat protection. 


Wien the exception of color, most 
other wall-protecting tricks work 
to keep heat away from windows 
as well. So it’s best to consider walls 
and windows as a single unit. 

Glass transmits some 90 percent 
of the heat that strikes it. You 
might add up the total glass area of 
your home. You may find that for 
heatproofing purposes this glass 
area makes a hole in your house 
one or two hundred square feet in 
size. Heat pours through this hole 
—always in the wrong direction— 
all year. 

If you have a new home on the 
drawing board, the solution is easy. 
If yours is an existing home, it may 
take a little work or money to heat- 
proof it. It is probably a worth- 
while investment. 

The way to insulate glass is sim- 
ply to put another sheet of glass be- 
hind it—sealing an air space in be- 
tween. The old storm window is a 

example of this technique. 

t the storm window is not nearly 
a efiective as its modern counter- 
part, double glazing. 

Double glass comes from the 
factory with an air space sealed in, 
0give maximum insulation and to 
prevent the formation of moisture 
in the air space. It is sold in many 
styles, with. different thicknesses of 
glass and air space. Usually the 
larger air space costs no more, but 
adds about 5 percent more effec- 
tiveness against heat. 

Keep in mind the cracks around 
windows and doors, too. Weather- 
sipping gives you extremely good 
protection both winter and sum- 
mer. Experts figure 60 to 80 per- 
cent savings on heat loss and gain 
in these areas. 


One other way to reduce win- 
dow-heat gain is with the use of 
louvered shade scréens. These are 
somewhat like insect screens. But 
Instead of a grid of straight wires, 
they use wider, angled metal strips 
Mone direction—the strips being 
the slats of tiny venetian blinds. 
Before you begin shading, how- 
Wer, it’s a good idea to study the 
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ortentation of your home, the way in 
which it is placed with respect to 
the points of the compass, the 
angles of the sun, and the prevail- 
ing winds. 

You might draw a scale outline 
of your home and lot, then indicate 
the compass directions on the pa- 
per. This will give you an idea of 
which parts of your home shell 
need attention. 


Fi: summer-heat protection you 
can almost ignore the north-facing 
walls. These will be in shadow 
most of the day. 

The south wall, however, gets 
sun nearly all of the day. During 
mid-day it gets very direct sun, but 
this is mitigated by the fact that the 
sun is then at a high angle. East 
and west walls get low sun, in 
about equal amounts. But the west 
wall is usually considered the hot- 
test, since it gets low, direct sun 
when the air is already warm, late 
in the day. 

For these reasons, experts believe 
the ideal orientation of a home is 
facing south, with the length of the 
building along an east-west line. 
This makes the areas which get the 
most direct sun relatively small. 

During summer the high sun in 
the south can be stopped by a 
simple extension of the roof, an 
overhang, porch, awning, or open 
framework with vines. In winter, 
the sun is so much lower that it 
shines under the overhang and 
adds warmth when it is needed. 

Overhangs also help east and 
west walls. But because the sun is 
usually low when it strikes the 
areas, the overhang must either be 
extremely wide or give only partial 
shade. 

Another kind of shade is better 
for these walls. Trees, a row of 
hedges, trailing vines down the 
wall, a vine-supporting trellis or 
espalier block the low sun well. One 
inexpensive idea is to stretch wires 
from the end of the roof to the 
ground and train climbing plants 
along them. 

When plant life shades your 
walls, it usually permits circulation. 
Also, it is fully leaved in summer, 
when you need shade, and the 
leaves fall in the winter to let in 
warmth, 


I sith about your home, too, for 
heat reflectors. Do you have a con- 
crete walk, driveway, or patio? It 
can act like a mirror to reflect heat 
past overhangs and raise the heat 
of windows and walls. Tinting con- 
crete can stop this. 

Greenery of any kind is a big 
help. Not only is it slow to absorb 
or reflect heat, but the moisture on 
plants evaporate to cool surround- 
ing air. You might use plants to 
shield driveways, cover light-col- 
ored outbuildings, fences, or walls. 

Water is always an effective 
cooler. In fact, if you can’t insulate 
your roof, sprinkling it will help in 
a hot spell. 

If you are planning a home now, 
the experts suggest you place ga- 
rages, walls, or covered patios so 
they protect west and east walls of 
your home. 

As you adjust your garden for 
heat efficiency, remember that a 
wind can wipe heat away. So avoid

stopping summer breezes and plant 
to block winter winds. 

Winter and summer winds are 
ysually in such a relation to one 
another that blocking one will pro- 
mote the other. One device for do- 
ing this is the planting curve. 

Assume, for example, that your 
prevailing summer wind is from 
the west, your winter wind from 
the north. Your planting curve, a 
row of hedges or trees or shrubs, 
would run from west to east, curv- 
ing slightly around the northeast 
corner of your house. The space 
between house and planting curve 
would be wider at the western end, 
and narrow, like a funnel, as it 
went around the corner. 

Desirable west winds on warm 
days enter the funnel and speed up 
as it narrows, cooling hot building 
surfaces. In winter the curve would 
be a roadblock for north winds.

None of these heatproofing ideas 
need be taken in any special order. 
Each will help, and the total effect 
can really take the sting out of hot 
weather. 

Short of mechanical air condi- 
tioning, one of the best and sim- 
plest ideas for summer living is to 
open your house wide to cool night 
air, close it tight on east and south 
walls in the morning. Attic fans will 
blow heat out of the attic to speed 
up night cooling and accelerate the 
effect of louvers and eave vents. 


|: Ene itself won’t replace 
air conditioning. Rather it should 
be thought of as sensible prepara- 
tion for cooling, which will cut 
cooling needs, make for lower fuel 
costs and give you finer operation. 
Experts point to heatproofing as a 
way to bring conditioning to mil- 
lions at a practical price.

How to get the best “deal” on a new car 


usually because they have cars 
similar to yours in stock and don’t 
particularly want more of the same 
type). But by combining the bids 
you get from used-car dealers and 
the “‘low book” you know where 
you stand. 

4. Don’t get emotional about the 
value of your trade-in. Your dealer 
must know values in order to stay in 
business. Besides, if you have made 
the checks outlined in the preced- 
ing paragraph, you'll know as 
much about the worth of your car 
as any dealer. Above all, don’t 
quote newspaper ads to back up 
your arguments. For every high 
figure you quote, the dealer will be 
able to pull a lower one. 

5. Do tell the truth about your 
car. The dealer or his appraiser 
won’t miss much. They usually 
don’t worry about minor problems 
—they just want to know about 
them. They will be quick to spot 
bad clutches, whining transmis- 
sions, and so on. If they’re diplo- 
mats, they will break the news to 
you gently. If they figure that you 
are only trying to make fools of 
them, they may ask if there were 
many people killed in the wreck. 
Actually, just like anyone else, 
dealers respect an honest customer 
and will work hard to give him the 
best deal. 

6. Don’t overestimate the original 
cost of your car, and try to get 
everything out of it that you have 
put into it. New batteries, motor

tune-ups, are part of the price you 
pay for transportation. This is an 
important “‘Don’t”—because many 
people forego the pleasure of a new 
car just because they try to get 
back all their costs on a trade-in 
toward a new car. 

7. Do check the prices of new 
cars and equipment before you 
buy. Drive to a nearby town and 
see what the dealers there are 
charging. This isn’t to say your 
local dealer is going to overcharge 
you. He won’t stay in business very 
long if he does. It is, however, just 
possible that there may be dif- 
ferences because of transportation 
or other charges. Chances are that 
your local dealer will meet any 
such competition, if you bring it to 
his attention. But try to buy from 
your local dealer. The few dollars 
you may save by making the 
purchase in the next town can well 
be lost by the time and effort spent 
in taking a long trip for the check- 
ups to which you are entitled by 
your warranty. Further, your local 
dealer is liable only for the cars he 
sold. But know your prices. 

9. Don’t expect dealers’ prices to 
compare to the penny, and don’t 
ask local manufacturers’ repre- 
sentatives for prices. In the first 
case, the equipment on any given 
car can make major or minor dif- 
ferences, in some cases up to 
$1,000 for the same car. In the case 
of the manufacturers’ representa- 
tives, they are prohibited by law

prices. That is federal law, too. 

10. Do cooperate with the sales- 
man. He wants to sell a car even 
more than you want to buy one. 
In a sense, you are his boss. The 
dealer pays the salesman only if he 
sells. In many dealerships, the 
owner encourages his salesmen to 
strive for the customer’s point of 
view. Both the owner and the sales- 
man depend upon you to pay their 
rent. They’d be delighted if they 
could trade you out of that 1945 
Eentsie-Weentsie Six and into the 
Blooper Eight for $100 cash. That 
may sound silly, but think how 
much easier their jobs would be if 
they could afford to let you write 
the ticket! 

11. Do keep your head—and 
you'll profit thereby. One of the 
tricks in selling a high-prestige car 
some years ago was to sting the 
customer. The salesman would ask: 
“Are you sure you can afford to buy 
this car?’ Oddly enough, the 
customer’s anger (and most did 
get a little mad) was vented by 
buying the car on the dealer’s 
terms—thereby showing _ those 
blankety-blanks that he could af- 
ford the automobile. It was a sure- 
fire salesmaker, and perhaps still is. 
Watch for other sales pitches, too. 
There are dozens. All are legitimate 

simply a part of the horse trad- 
ing that goes on. If you want a 
good deal, youl! watch for them, 
and ignore them. Stick to buying 
on a cool-headed basis, and you’ll 
find that it pays. 


"Now you need to know one more 
thing. That is the dealer’s mark-up 
—the amount of profit that he has 
in each car. It’s often published in 
magazines and newspapers, but it 
is still amazing the number of 
people who feel that a dealer makes 
$1,000 on every $2,000 car he sells. 
Don’t feel sorry for the dealer, but 
he actually operates on a smaller 
margin of profit than practically 
any other merchant. What’s more, 
he has to give you more free service 
for it. He has a profit margin of 
somewhere between 20 and 25 
percent. It is impossible to pin it 
down any more closely than that 
for a general rule. 


What this means is that if a deal- 
er has an automobile priced at 
$4,000, he is working on from $800 
to $1,000 gross profit. From that 
profit, he has to take his overhead, 
his warranty services, his garage 
costs, and so forth, before he can 
take any money out of the business 
for himself. In trading with you, he 
can give away as much of it as he 
wants to. Obviously, he’ll go out 
of business fast if he gives it all 
away. He can cut his profit in one 
of two ways. First, if you are buying 
for cash, he can simply discount 
the retail price. Second, if he is 
taking a trade-in, he can increase 
the trade-in allowance over the 
cash value of the used car. Either 
way, he makes less money than his 
full gross. Of course, he cannot do 
both. 

Just to clear up the point, let’s 
use an example: 


Full retail price of 


new car $3,000.00 
Potential cash discount — 750.00 
Discounted price of . oa 
new car $2,250.00 


Full retail price of 


new car $3,000.00 


Cash value of trade-in .— 600.00 
Un-discounted price of ae 
new car $2,400.00 
Discount on new car — 750.00 
Discounted price of eceraieremnsmiens 
new car $1,650.00 
Or, putting it another way, 


since your car is worth $600 cash 
(which you have found out from 
your banker and checked against 
used-car-dealers’ bids), the dealer 
adds the cash discount to the al- 
lowance on your car, thus making 


it have a value for trading only of 


$1,350. 

I recognize that those figures can 
be argued in detail. They do not 
purport to be actual right down to 
the penny, but they'll stand up in 
most Cases. 

One of my friends read this 
article. He got to here, then said, 
“Gee, this is all very fine. I figure 
I know now roughly as much as the 
dealer knows. But you have forgot- 
ten that there are big-volume deal- 
ers and small dealers. You can’t 
expect the same things to be true of 
both.” 

In a sense, but in a very remote 
sense, he is right. Practically, and 
from where you sit, it doesn’t make 
much difference whether a dealer 
is a big dealer or a little dealer. In 
the case of the volume operator, his 





new-car sales are so great that they 
cut down his overhead. The small- 
er fellow, on the other hand, doesn’t 
have the big overhead, so they 
both come out about even. Any- 
way, your problem is not the size 
of the dealership, it is the size of the 
deal you get. So go to the dealer 
who will do the best by you, ac- 
cording to your way of thinking. 
Chances are, it will be the fellow 
right around the corner. 

The last thing my friend had to 
say, after that one point had been 
explained, was, ‘“‘Fine. But until I 
read this article, I had a lot of fun 
trading with my dealer. You’ve 
spoiled that fun.” 

Don’t believe a word of it. All 
that you have read here is designed 
to help you play the game a little 
better, perhaps give you some of 
the rules you didn’t know about. 
It’s just like reading a book on 
golf. You’ve got to go out and hit 
the ball to get the real enjoyment. 

In buying a new car, the pleas- 
ure of haggling—and if you don’t 
like to haggle you’re missing a lot 
—comes in the contest between 
you and the dealer. He is a David 
Harum type, or he wouldn’t be in 
the business. He actually enjoys 
bargaining. His problem is to re- 
tain as much of the gross profit in 
his product as he can. Yours is to 
separate aS much of it from him as 
you can. If you play the game 
right, you can have a lot of fun, 
and wind up with a pleasant and 
profitable relationship with your 
dealer. But you have to do your own 
dickering.:Good luck!

A nickel’s worth of radioactive gold .. . tiny atomic 
bullets that are fired into the brain... a two-fisted 
drug ...a huge X-ray gun ...a chemical cousin of 
DDT—these are only a few of the latest weapons 
being used to fight cancer. A Better Homes & Gardens 
correspondent recently made a cross-country tour of 
research laboratories, universities, and hospitals with 
members of the American Cancer Society. He reports 


the most promising developments in cancer research

i. soon will cancer be conquered? No 
one knows, for sure. 

A close look at the front lines of research 
shows that all across the United States—in 
laboratories cluttered with chemicals and 
caged mice, in operating rooms and hospital 
wards, in the strangely potent silence sur- 
rounding atomic reactors—scientists and 
doctors are carving out new victories over 
cancer. 

There will be no single moment of ulti- 
mate triumph in 1956. There will be no dra- 
matically effective vaccine, no sure and 
faultless cure, no chemical vial labeled “‘this 
is it.” 

But the “‘little’? victories—a life saved 
here, another lengthened there, an experi- 
mental new drug, a better detection tech- 
nique—have a way of adding up. 

The American Cancer Society’s newest 
totals show that cancer will hit 1 in every 4 
Americans now living. That’s 40 million 
people. 

They also show that 1 in every 2 of these 
cancer victims—20 million lives—might be 
saved with present cancer-fighting tech- 
niques, with knowledge already ours, if used 
fully and swiftly. 

And this newest cancer progress spells 
fresh hope for the second 20 million, the lives 
that would tip the balance against the dis- 
ease for the first time. 

Here are significant new developments: 


Atomic buckshot fired into the brain can 
bring dramatic relief of pain, tumor shrink- 
age, and a temporary return to normal life 


for patients with advanced breast and pros- 
tate cancers. The little pellets are made of 
radioactive yttrium, a little-known chem- 
ical element. They destroy the body’s master 
gland, the pituitary, and stop the flow of 
pituitary, sex, and adrenal-gland hormones 
that seem to stimulate the cancers. 

To reach the pituitary, Drs. Eric Yuhl 
and Paul Harper of the University of Chica- 
go make a temporary little “‘window” in the 
skull. Then they fire the yttrium pellets, 
made radioactive in an atomic furnace only 
few hours earlier, into the pituitary with a 
long needle. So far, the treatment offers only 
palliation, not a cure, but 6 of the first 30 
“hopeless” patients were still alive and vast- 
ly improved many months later. 


Runaway eaneer cells can be caught in 
time to prevent their deadly spread from 
some tumors of the prostate gland. Dr. Ru- 
bin H. Flocks of the State University of 
lowa tried injections of radioactive gold in 
100 men with inoperable prostate cancers. 
Up to to four years later, 48 were alive and 
34 of these had no symptoms of cancer. 

The little particles of gold, suspended in 
a syrup solution, are injected into lymph 
channels 
vasion of new areas. They race after spread- 
ing cancer cells and catch them in their ad- 
vance outposts before they can mushroom 
through the body. Each particle fires out 
beta rays that deliver an atomic uppercut 
to the cancer.

Cancer—20 million can be helped 


syrup may offer years of extra life 
and freedom from pain for pros- 
tate-cancer patients. 


Thyroid cancer in little children 
seems to respond to radioactive io- 
dine, oldest of the atomic-age 
drugs. Dr. Titus C. Evans of lowa 
State reported that seven of eight 
youngsters given tiny, frequent 
doses four to five years ago are now 
alive, free of cancer, and headed for 
a normal lifespan. The tumors had 
spread from the thyroid itself to 
other areas. Doctor Evans and his 
colleagues removed the gland sur- 
gically. Then they administered 
the isotope—plus a_ stimulating 
hormone that made the spreading 
cancer cells extra hungry for io- 
dine. Thus the tumor fragments 
were made to swallow their poison 
in bigger doses. 

The children receive thyroxin, 
the hormone normally produced 
by the thyroid, to make up for re- 
moval of the gland. The lowa rec- 
ords indicate that any persistent 
and unexplained lump in a child’s 
neck should be checked promptly 
for the possibility of cancer. 


A nickels worth of radioactive 
gold has been life’s biggest bargain 
for some of the 200 cancer patients 
treated by Dr. William G. Myers 
and his colleagues at Ohio State 
University. The gold, embedded in 
nylon thread, is sewn through tu- 
mors which cannot be removed be- 
cause they have invaded vital or- 


gans. In some cases, all evidence of 


the tumor was obliterated. Though 
the patients appear perfectly well, 
Doctor Myers emphasizes cautious- 
ly that the cancers may reappear 
in new sites. 


A two-fisted cancer drug has 
battled some lethal tumors to a 
standstill and given more than a 
year of extra life to hopeless pa- 
tients. A few ‘‘doomed”” cancer 
victims were alive and seemingly 
well 15 months after the first ex- 
perimental trials. That’s the bright 
and hopeful side of OPSPA, the 
new drug in use at the University 
of Wisconsin and other centers. 
But it’s only part of the story. 
OPSPA (short for oxa-penta- 
methylene - diethylene - thio - phos- 
phoramide) is not a cancer cure 
and is not yet available for general use. 
For every human helped by this 
drug, manv died without benefit. 
The disappearance of some can- 
cers cannot be called a cure unless 
there is no evidence of disease for 
at least five vears after treatment. 
No drug so far has passed that test. 

The new drug is a_ synthetic 
chemical, made artificially in test 
tubes. Dr. Charles Heidelberger, a 
Wisconsin biochemist, noted that a 
group of related cancer-fighting 


compounds contained either one of 


two especially effective chemical 
groupings. He designed OPSPA to 
include both groupings in one mol- 
ecule—thus making it two-fisted. 
With Dr. Anthony Curreri, he 
tried OPSPA on patients with little

or no hope of survival. An aged 
man with bone cancer lived nine 
relatively pain-free months after 
doctors listed him as dying. Some 
patients with cancer of the uterus, 
one of the major threats to women, 
responded. 

Breast-cancer patients with wide- 
spread tumors were given OPSPA 
by Drs. Jeanne Bateman and Theo- 
dore Winship at George Washing- 
ton University. A considerable 
number showed signs of objective 
But the best sum- 
mary, for now, is the cautious re- 
port of Doctor Curreri: ““We don’t 
have a cure. We don’t know yet 
how it works, or why. There are 
toxic side effects. It’s the best drug 
we've ever tried—but it’s not the 
right answer yet.” 

OPSPA is a close relative of two 
cancer-fighting compounds, TEPA 
and MEPA, reported last year as 
promising new weapons. OPSPA 
was chemically ‘“‘made to order” 
to be an improvement. Systematic 
chemical design may turn up even 
better drugs. 


improvement. 


A pound of pipe tobaceo, a can- 
taloupe, plants called Queen of the 
Meadow Root and May Apple 
Root are new sources of cancer- 
fighting drugs. From these unlikely 
raw materials, Drs. Morris Belkin 
and Isidore Wodinsky of the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute have ex- 
tracted sugarlike compounds that 
inhibit animal tumors. They de- 
stroyed up to 75 percent of test tu- 
mors in mice. 


A chemical cousin of DDT, the 
insecticide, can perform painless 
chemical surgery on patients with 
breast and prostate cancers. To 
help such patients, surgeons often 
remove the sex glands. They may 
also cut out the vital adrenal 
glands, atop the kidneys, which 
produce some sex hormones as well 
as life-giving cortisone. 

It’s a difficult and tricky opera- 
tion—and removing the adrenals 
cuts off the body’s supply of useful 
hormones like cortisone together 
with the cancer-stimulating sex 
hormones. It’s like throwing out 
the dishes with the dishwater, but 
surgeons had no choice. Cortisone 
administered postoperatively often 
was converted into sex hormone by 
the body—putting the patients 
right back where they started. 

This new compound, called 
DDD, has amazing ability to head 
for the adrenal and destroy just one 
zone of the gland—the part that 
produces sex hormones—without 
damaging the cortisone centers. A 
chemical more skilled than any 
scalpel, it might avert surgery. Drs. 
Bernard Zimmerman and Henry 
Bloch have fed DDD pills safely to 
nine patients with either breast or 
prostate cancer. Early results, they 
report, are promising. 


The best treatment for leuke- 
mia scems to be a one-two-three 
punch: first the hormone, corti- 
sone, then aminopterin or related

cell's use of the folic-acid vitamin, 
then « drug called 6-mercaptopur- 
jne that slows the cell’s metabolism. 
All benefits are temporary. 

Fresh hope comes from new 
drug combinations. At New York’s 
Sloan-Kettering Institute, Dr. Jo- 
seph Burchenal combined 6-mer- 
captopurine and the experimental 
compound azaserine—and tem- 
porarils obliterated all major signs 
of leukemia in 23 of 29 patients. 
Perhaps more important, scien- 
tists at Sloan-Kettering and other 
centers are delving into how and 
why these drugs work, and coming 
up with suggestive clues. 

The Sloan-Kettering research 
indicates that some vital com- 
pounds called nucleic acids are ab- 
normal in the cancer cell. Both 6- 
mercaptopurine and azaserine 
seem to damage cancer’s nucleic 
acid production. Everything points 
to nucleic acids as a target for at- 
tack. A half-dozen compounds al- 
ready are under test. 


An up-to-date model of the first 
cancer drug, sulfur mustard, ap- 
pears to have key advantages over 
the old-time compound, nitrogen 
mustard. Soon to be tested in man 
—against leukemia and Hodgkin’s 
disease—it proved in animal ex- 
periments to be 90 percent less 
toxic to healthy tissue. Dose for 
dose, sulfur mustard exerted its 
cancer-fighting power over a much 
longer period of time. A team of 
California biochemists headed by 
Dr. David M. Greenberg reported 
the new findings. 


Telltale cells can disclose the 
presence of early, silent stomach 
cancers in a simple test reported 
by a husband-and-wife scientific 
team, Drs. John and Ruth Gra- 
ham, at Masschusetts General 
Hospital. The Grahams had pa- 
tients swallow a little salt water, 
then roll around so all stomach sur- 
faces were washed. The salt water 
then was withdrawn and exam- 
ined under a microscope. Cancer 
cells were found in 75 percent of 
early stomach tumors before diag- 
nosis could be made by any other 
method employed. 


The brain’s switehbeard for 
emotions is a little bundle of nerves 
called the hypothalamus. The size 
of a lump of sugar, it helps people 
love and hate, fear and fight. And 
there is evidence that it is the real 
master of the body’s glands. Dr. 
Arthur Arnold of the University 
of [Illinois trained the mighty X-ray 
beam of the 23-million-volt Beta- 
tron on the hypothalamus. It 
proved the best way yet to stop the 
flow of cancer-stimulating _hor- 
mones to some tumors. 

The Betatron beam also has 
proved highly effective against ma- 
lignant brain cancers. And since 
both the hypothalamus and hor- 
mones seem to be involved in some 
kinds of mental illness, Doctor Ar- 
nold and his colleagues plan to try 
the Betatron on a few hopeless vic- 
tims of emotional disease in an ef- 
fort to calm or cure them. 


Second-look surgery may find a 
Way to block escape routes of run- 
away cancer cells. Surgeons Owen 
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Wagensteen and Stuart Arheleger 
make a careful map of the location 
of cancer recurrences in the hope of 
establishing a pattern. 


The cobalt “bomb” has been 
teamed with chemicals to make its 
already-potent effect even greater. 
Drs. K. W. Stenstrom and Halvor 
Vermund of Minneapolis reported 
that they have found a mystery 
substance—a “booster”? chemical 
that seems to collect in cancer tis- 
sue and make it more vulnerable 
to radiation. Cautious trials on five 
cancer patients have begun. 

The cobalt ‘‘bomb” is made of 
four little wafers of highly radio- 
active cobalt, each about the size 
and shape of a silver quarter. Al- 
though its rays are like those of an 
X-ray machine, they pack a big- 
ger punch, penetrate deeper, and 
cause less damage to healthy tissue 
near the treated area. 


Viruses that cause ecancer— 
and viruses that cure it—are two 
exciting new leads in cancer re- 
search. If viruses can be shown to 
cause some human tumors, the way 
might be opened for development 
of a vaccine. No one is certain 
about human cancers—yet. But 
Dr. Ludwik Gross of New York 
has isolated viruses that cause leu- 
kemia and three other kinds of can- 
cer in mice, and government re- 
searchers have confirmed some of 
his findings. Scientists at half a 
dozen first-rank medical centers 
are carefully, patiently training 
rare African viruses, like soldiers in 
a combat corps, to attack and de- 
stroy cancer cells. A few of these 
trained viruses have been used in 
humans. The results were poor. 
But— with new viruses and better 
training methods reported this 
year—the attempts will be renewed. 

Isotopes and hormones, drugs so 
new they have numbers, not names, 
these are a fraction of the cancer 
story. An enormous outpouring of 
scientific skill and cunning is being 
devoted to the human cell, the 
humblest house of life, because the 
key to cancer is probably hidden 
deep within its intricate chemistry. 


Early detection: One key to can- 
cer control, however, is already 
known—and it’s in your hands. 
The key is simple; early discovery. 
The first and most effective step is 
to see a doctor for regular physical 
examinations, and to check with 
physician or cancer clinic at the 
first danger signal of cancer. 

Will this really help? Again, the 
adding machine has some answers. 
Its totals show that each year regu- 
lar examinations save the lives of 
10,000 women who get cancer— 
and who would have died, 10 
years ago. 

The percentages show that 5 out 
of 100 lung cancers now are cured 
—but it could be 50 out of 100, or 
10 times as many, with early de- 
tection. Thirty of every 100 breast 
cancers now are cured, but it could 
be 70 out of 100. Fifteen of 100 
rectal cancers are cured—but it 
could be 70 of every 100. 

It’s a big “‘if.” If people get to 
their doctors sooner, 20 million 
Americans now destined to con- 
tract cancer will be saved.

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How to build a hi-fi

Last month we told you how to start your 
home high-fidelity system. Here we show 
how you can easily build one of the most 


important parts yourself at big savings 


iF you're joining hi-fi’s fast-swelling ranks, you should know 
the role a scientific speaker enclosure plays in presenting the 
best sound from record-player or other source. 

You will get good sound from this ‘*bass reflex’’ enclosure 
—one of the most popular types in use today. It operates 
this way: Bottom opening or “‘vent”’ on speaker panel chan- 
nels the speaker back waves outside where they add to and 
reinforce the speaker front waves. Since reinforcement oc- 
curs at important low frequencies, bass-tone coverage and 
fidelity are excellent in this type of cabinet. 

A bass-reflex cabinet is easy to build. It requires only 
basic woodworking skills and regular power and hand tools, 
Important details to observe are tightness, rigidity, and in- 
clusion of padding to prevent reverberation inside enclosure, 

The big thing to remember when you build this enclosure 
is that the speaker should be good enough to cover the high 
tones, also. Any 8-, 10-, 12-, or 15-inch extended-range 
speaker will work. For best results a coaxial or triaxial type 
is recommended. Use 34-inch plywood; the kind is up to 
you. These photographs show you how to cut and join it.

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To saw out the circle, first 
bore a hole through stock so 
cutting edges of bit come just 
to line left by the dividers. 
Scrap stock clamped under- 
neath plywood accepts lead 
screw of bit—pulling cutters 
through without splitting. 
Insert blade of keyhole saw 
in hole and cut out circle. 
Vent is cut out same way. 


Spread glue evenly in the 
rabbets which will accept the 
sides.

Then stick the sides to the 
front and back panels, bar- 
clamping them tightly to the 
front and back till glue sets. 
To save yourself hours of 
sanding later, wipe off excess 
glue after clamps are tight. 





























Strengthen the joints with 
34-inch square pine cleats. 
They are predrilled and count- 
ersunk for screws; screw and 
glue them in place as speaker 
enclosure is assembled. 

To pall cleats up tight in 
corners, insert paper under 
the cleat.

3 ou, your mate, or your teen-age young- 
ster wants to learn to drive a car, you may 
be considering a driver-training school. 
And lessons from a professional could be 
your best possible move, if discretion is 
used in the choice of a school and the 
course is followed all the way through. 

There are more than 1,800 professional 
driving schools in this country, which train 
about 500,000 drivers each year. In many 
high schools, driver-training courses are 
offered as electives. 

In most of these schools, drivers are 
taught the finer points of road strategy, the 
mechanical and physical laws that an auto- 


mobile in motion obeys, the concept of 


social responsibility on the road, and the 
technique required in various situations. 

The figures show that formally-trained 
drivers have fewer accidents. A two-year 
survey made of more than 3,000 Cleveland 
motorists, all licensed to drive, indicated 
that those who had received professional 
driver training were involved in 50 percent 
fewer traffic accidents than the untrained 
drivers. Also, of 800 Eau Claire, Wisconsin, 
graduates of driver-training courses, not 
one had an accident in three years. 


Young people not prepared 
The difference in accident figures is es- 
pecially striking among youthful drivers— 
between 16 and 24. This group, well under

drivers, was responsible for more than 27 percent of last 
year’s fatal accidents—a tragic total of 12,000 deaths. These 
fatalities, plus 400,000 nonfatal accidents, are definite proof 
that the young people behind the wheel were not properly 
prepared to handle a car. 

A change in this situation can come about, the National 
Safety Council says, only by a wide increase of the movement 
to provide driver education as a full course in the classrooms 
of the nation’s high schools for the teen-agers, and to pro- 
vide a thorough, but inexpensive, driver-training course for 
adults. 

Unfortunately, many high schools do not as yet partici- 
pate in the driver-training program. Here’s what H. W. 
Humphrey, assistant professor of industrial arts, Ohio Uni- 
versity, says: 

“In a certain small high school in southeastern Ohio, 
students taking typewriting are required to spend approxi- 
mately 180 hours to complete the course. In this same 
school, many hours are given to dramatics, music, Latin, 
and the various interscholastic sports. But, since no driver- 
training course is available, these same students learn to 
handle a 90-hp, 114-ton vehicle by the most haphazard 
methods imaginable.” 


Lives endangered 


He points out that often the learning is accomplished in a 
school chum’s jalopy, with no learner’s permit and without 
the parents’ knowledge. The teen-age boy teaches his teen- 
age girl to drive his father’s car, thus endangering both their 
lives as well as those of other motorists and pedestrians. 

Some parents complain that driving courses are taught by 
nonprofessionals; instruction is given by the fathers as a sub- 
stitute. This course of instruction usually consists of getting 
the student behind the wheel, teaching him the rudiments of 
shifting gears, driving back and forth in the driveway, then 
around the block in the residential district, followed perhaps 
by a trip through the business district. If he gets through 
these various phases successfully, he is ready for his driver’s 
examination. 

When the teen-ager passes this final hurdle, the father 
brags to his friends at the office, “‘Well, Junior can drive as

Professional instructor best 


Safety experts say that under a nonprofessional teacher, 
the student often is not taught good driving attitudes and 
real safety rules, and that the period of instruction is likely 
to be too short. That doesn’t imply that a man should never 
teach his wife or his youngsters to drive. Or, for that matter, 
that another amateur can’t teach them. A professional in- 
structor, however, is likely to do a better job. 

The New York State Drivers’ Manual plainly states: “Be- 
fore attempting to take the driver’s test, you should drive at 
least 20 hours under the supervision of a competent and 
experienced instructor. At least five hours of this should be 
in heavy traflic.” 

Clubs affiliated with the American Automobile Associa- 
tion give one of the most comprehensive courses in driver 
training for adults. This is a 20-hour course, of which two 
hours are devoted to a classroom lecture on the mechanics 
of a car, nine hours to observing another student drive, and 
nine hours to practice at the wheel. 

The American Automobile Association has published an 
excellent 473-page textbook, Sportsmanlike Driving. Intended 
largely for high-school students learning to drive, it has also 
been found helpful for adults. The Association of Casualty 
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and Surety Companies has also 
published a good textbook, Man and 
the Motor Car. 


Selecting a school 


Since experts agree, then, that 
driving lessons are worthwhile, 
what are the things for you to look 
for in selecting a school? There are 
plenty of good commercial schools. 
The most important thing to do is 
to get definite commitments, pref- 
erably in writing, on just how much 
you will have to pay and what the 
school will give you for your mon- 
ey. Here are some points to check: 

Price: It’s going to cost between 
$4 and $5 an hour. 

Length of training: Don’t trust a 
driving school that absolutely guar- 
antees a state driving license after a 
stated number of hours of instruc- 
tion. It all depends on the age of 
the trainee and the quickness of his 
reactions. A beginner may have to 
have eight or more hours of instruc- 
tion behind the wheel. 

Instructors: Ask the school man- 
ager where he gets his instructors 
and how he trains them. Only a 
few states require instructors to 
have a special permit, so it is all too 
easy to hire unqualified teachers. 

Equipment: The physical plant is 
a good guide. Are offices neat and 
cars well kept? Some dual-control 
equipment is essential. On most 
training cars, only clutch and brake 
are duplicated, but many also have 
two steering wheels, sometimes 
with one detachable. During the 
past two years, there has been an 


increasing tendency to teach on an 
automatic-shift car. It seems easier 
to learn on this type, but safety ex- 
perts believe this is a fatal delusion. 
Driving demands quick reaction to 
a constantly changing traffic situa- 
tion. Coordination of eyes and 
muscles must be highly trained for 
driving. Reflexes must become in- 
stinctive and judgment quick. 
These qualities are best developed 
by training on a standard-shift car. 


Start on standard shift 


Thomas Mascitelli, in charge of 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion teachers in New York, says, 
*“We believe a driver is better off if 
he learns on a standard shift, even 
if he’s going to drive an automatic 
shift all his life. The ideal way is to 
start on a standard shift and then 
switch to the automatic on the 
eighth lesson and take the test on 
the automatic shift.” 

In some states, when a driver’s 
license is issued to a person who 
took the test with an automatic- 
transmission car, the license is so 
marked. 

References: Ask for a list of people 
in your neighborhood who have 
attended the school, and ask them 
for their reactions. You may want 
to check the Better Business Bureau 
or a similar group. In only a few 
states are driving schools required 
to be specially licensed. 

If you are wondering what the 
training is like in these schools, the 
following may clear up any mis- 
givings you may have. 


Methods of teaching vary with 
different schools, but ordinarily 
you start in a dual-control car in 
an isolated spot.. There, the in- 
structor will explain the mechani- 
cal workings of the car. No doubt, 
you will do some driving that first 
day, too. Lessons generally last an 
hour, but are sometimes divided 
into shorter periods. 

Many schools provide manuals, 
which you will be asked to study. 
If you are conscientious and study 
in advance, you will find that you 
catch onto the instructor’s termi- 
nology quickly and save time. 

As soon as you are able to, you 
will move into traffic. This is the 
time you will most appreciate hav- 
ing two steering wheels in the car. 
Later, if you tend to rely too much 
on the instructor, he may remove 
the extra wheel and put you on 
your own. 

From then on, it is a matter of 
proceeding step by step through 
the problems of handling the car in 
all normal situations. 

If you really want to be a good 
driver, don’t nag the instructor to 
let you take your driving test too 
soon. He knows when you are 
ready better than you do. 

That’s all there is to it in most 
schools, but a few will make avail- 
able to you two to four hours of 
classroom study as well. It won’t be 
mandatory, but there will be strong 
pressure on you to attend. Many 
safety experts feel that such study 
is highly desirable. 

Many schools actually start your 


training with a “psycho-physical’’, 


test, designed to check up on your 
depth perception, field of vision, 
reaction time, and the like, and 
give lectures on the attitudes of 
safety and courtesy that good driv- 
ers should acquire. 


Attitude important 


Emphasis on attitude is extreme- 
ly important, according to Dr. 
Herbert J. Stack, director, Center 
for Safety Education, New York 
University. He says, ‘‘The most 
dangerous single factor contribut- 
ing to the annual traffic-death rate 
on our streets and highways is 
mental attitude. Carelessness and de- 
liberate chance-taking have been 
the primary factors in the needless 
slaughter of motorists and pedes- 
trians. The realization that an 
automobile, even at its best, is a 
fast, powerful, inanimate machine 
guided only by the judgment and 
control of the man behind the 
wheel is proof enough that traffic 
accidents are as preventable as the 
individual driver wants, or knows 
how, to make them.” 

Doctor Stack points out that ‘‘a 
sound basic education on how to 
drive an automobile is the very 
essence of highway safety.”’ So if 
you have been pondering whether 
to take driving lessons, there is no 
longer need to put off your deci- 
sion. At the end of your course, 
you'll probably be able to pass 
your driving test with flying colors 
the first time around, and you’ll be 
a safer driver, too.

Give your carpets proper 


care for longer wear 


Don’t be alarmed if your new 
carpeting fluffs up and appears 
to be shedding. This is common 
to new carpets, will stop later. 


If you should accidentally snag 
one of the tufts, don’t pull on it 

cut it to the level of the other 
pile with scissors. 


A daily once-over, weekly thor- 
ough vacuuming, and a yearly 
cleaning keeps soil from wearing 
out your carpet, keeps colors 
bright, and discourages moths. 


Always remove spills and spots 
immediately.

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Don’t deny your child discipline 


and without muttering, should be 
expected and required. 

Have as few rules and give as few 
commands as you can. This avoids 
harassing your child every minute 
with do’s and don’ts about things 
that are really not worth it. 

If obedience is taught wisely and 
tactfully, but invariably and firmly 
enforced, it does not crush or 
permanently antagonize a child. 
This taught obedience is discipline, 
far different both in its nature and 
its effect on the child than submis- 
sion extorted through mere fear of 
punishment. 

Young Howard is reading a 
comic book when his mother calls 
to him to wash his hands for din- 
ner. He absently grunts an assent 
and continues reading. 

The family is called to the table, 
Mother’s cheese souffle is brought 
from the kitchen, and Howard is 
still reading. A repeat call brings 
an “In a minute.” The minute 
grows to three. Father steps into 
the picture, and a family scene is in 
the making. 

This is no way to teach Howard 
either promptness, self-discipline, 
or respect for authority. Mother’s 
first call should be enough to move 
Howard from his comic book to the 
bathroom promptly. If it does not, 
comic books should be banned to

Howard for a day, a week, or how- 
ever long is required to impress on 
him the necessity for obedience. 

For the sake of her own welfare, 
little Susan’s failure to hang up her 
clothes, as requested, should not be 
overlooked. Sitting passively in her 
room for an hour (or maybe only 
15 minutes) every time she fails to 
carry out her parents’ instructions 
(and generous praise and compli- 
ments when she does) will soon 
produce a Susan who fulfills her 
responsibilities promptly and with 
only a reasonable amount of com- 
plaining about them. 

Bear in mind that it is not the 
severity of the punishment for rude- 
ness, disobedience, or any misbe- 
havior, that does the trick. To be 
constructive and effective, dis- 
cipline must meet all three of the 
following criteria: 

Punishment must be appro- 
priate. Fifteen minutes sitting in 
the corner is hardly adequate for 


Phil’s being two hours late return- 
ing from playing with Jack. On the 
other hand, the unreasonableness 
of making Dora spend all day Sat- 
urday in her room for forgetting to 
hang up her coat when she came 
home from school will probably do 
more harm than good in encourag- 
ing her to have the proper regard 
for her responsibilities. 

Discipline must be under- 
stood. Naturally, a child must 
know for what he is being corrected 
before that correction can be ef- 
fective. But true understanding 
goes deeper than mere association 
of cause and effect. 

It takes parents’ time and efforts 
to “talk through” behavior prob- 
lems with a child. It is much easier 
merely to inflict a punishment or to 
think, “Ill just let it slide. He'll 
outgrow it.’? Neither of these sub- 
stitutes for discipline, however, 
will contribute to your child’s 
wholesome development. 

Discipline must be never- 
failing. Shirley keeps right on 
playing when Mother calls her to 
come and dry the dishes. Upon be- 
ing called a second time, she runs 
outdoors where she is not readily 
accessible.

About half of the times this oc- 
curs, she is made to come in and 
dry the dishes anyway. A fourth of 
the times she gets out of the job, 
but is punished. But on the remain- 
ing occasions Mother is so harried 
and busy that she does the dishes 
herself, fusses at Shirley a little (if 
she thinks about it) when she comes 
in, but takes no further action. 

This is not teaching Shirley self- 
discipline or obedience. What it is 
teaching her is that, if she stalls and 
tries to avoid obeying, she gets off 
scot free some of the time, half of 
the time merely has finally to do 
what she would have had to do 
anyway, and only occasionally gets 
punished. Then perhaps the pun- 
ishment is less unpleasant than 
obeying. 

There is one last reason, but a 
vitally important one, why kind, 
yet firm, discipline is desirable in a 
child’s development. A child living 
in a home atmosphere of affection 
and understanding, accompanied 
by a steadfast guidance and con- 
trol, feels more secure and a greater 
sense of belonging than does one 
who is allowed to set himself apart 
from his parents by flouting rules 
and showing disrespect to them. 

If your responsibilities in this re- 
gard frighten you, cheer up! It is 
amazing how many mistakes you 
can make and still rear a happy, 
well-adjusted child. The pathway 
of good parenthood is not a pre- 
carious tightrope to be balanced 
on.

“warm” or “fine fabrics” set- 
ting for the dryer. 
If line-drying, choose sunny 
day to wash pillows.

Mhtene save time, save steps, and may even save your 
garden in the process. Unless you’re eager to chop weeds, 
they’re highly recommended. Now’s a good time to see 
what they can do for you, and to make plans to get them 
in place before summer heat begins to take its toll. 
When you mulch, you spread a protective blanket that 
smothers out weeds and keeps the soil loose and open. 
Mulches hold onto moisture, too, and cut the need for 
watering to a minimum. In addition, the organic mulches 


(shown below) enrich your soil as they decompose. Mulch- 
ing really has year-around benefits. 

In recent years, inorganic mulches have been gaining 
in favor. These include such things as vermiculite, alu- 
minum foil, building paper, flat stones—in fact, anything 
that will shade the soil and keep it cool. 

Take your choice, then put one or more to work as your 
assistant gardener. If you don’t have a source of mulch, 
a call to a local nursery will quickly locate one for you. 








Before you mulch, cultivate lightly to kill weed 
seedlings, then apply a plant food. 

Bacteria in soil will use much of the nitrogen al- 
ready there when they decompose organic mulch. 
Although this is returned with interest when mulch 
disintegrates, temporary lack slows plant growth. 





Sawdust is an excellent mulch that does a good 
job of blotting out weeds. Coarse, well-aged saw- 


dust is preferred but not necessary. 

All sawdust requires added plant food. Give at 
least 1 extra feeding about 5 weeks after first. 
Mulch no more than an inch deep. 
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Ground corncobs are one of the best mulches for 
roses, make a big difference in growth. Cobs ground 
to 34- or '4-inch bits are inconspicuous. 

Apply 1% to 2 inches thick after plant food is 
spread over soil. Keep cobs an inch or so away 
from base to let air circulate around stems. 





Peatmoss is neat and inconspicuous because of 
its light-brown soil color. Soak peat in a tub over- 
night before using. Apply 2 inches deep. 

Peat is preferred mulch for azaleas, rhododen- 
drons, and other acid-loving plants. It’s also fine 


for mulching plant boxes and tubbed plants.

Grass clippings can be saved for mulching when 
needed. Spread them out to dry before using, then 
apply to a 2-inch depth. 

Or use fresh clippings, if you wish, spreading no 
more than an inch to allow drying. Add more later 
to bring mulch up to 2-inch level.

Wi: is known as the grid system for planning gardens 
is remarkably elastic. It starts, as your house does, with — 
well-thought-out framing. After that, you furnish it as 
you please. Once you have done your basic planning, you 
can plant as quickly or slowly as you like. 

The grid name comes from the modules, usually 3-foot 
squares, into which you mark off your space, first on 
paper and many of them later right on the soil. 

You handle these units singly or in groups. It’s easy 
to change your mind—now or later. 

You can have paving, groundcovers, such features as a 
pool, sandpile, fire pit, flower beds and borders. The re- 
sult can be casual or geometric. 

Construction details are as shown here. They produced 
the garden, page 74, “‘Picture-pretty in six weeks.”

trees, and water if spring is dry to 
carry food to the roots. . . . Feed your roses with a new long- 
lasting rose food or a standard rose food if not done earlier. 

. Keep a thin film of pesticide on plant surfaces to keep 
aphids and blackspot under control. 

Annuals and perennials: Spray peony buds with captan, 
ferbam, or other good fungicide in the northern tier of states 
to prevent botrytis bud blast. In areas where shoots may be 
breaking through the soil, wet both soil and shoots with 
spray... . Sprinkle chlordane dust in a ring around base of 
peony plant to control ants. Place supports around peony 
plants before they are full grown. . . .

Watery streaks on leaves indicate young borers are working. 

Lawns: Apply the first crabgrass chemical spray on 
lawns along the Ohio River the first of the month and about 
mid-May in the Great Lakes region. . . . Use 2,4-D on 
dandelion-infested lawns while the weeds are growing fast. 

. Keep lawns mowed regularly at a height of 1! inches to 
help maintain a thick turf. . . . Start to cut newly seeded Pa 
lawns as soon as grass seedlings are about 2 inches tall. 

Vegetables and fruits: Wait until Decoration Day to set 
out tomato plants along the New York, Clevefind, and 
Chicago line. Further south, set them out a week earlier; 
further north, a week later. . . . Keep down weeds around 
strawberry plants, asparagus, and other permanent plants 
by spraying soil with a pre-emergence weed control.

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How to plant seed outdoors 


SELECT a spot that gets sun for at 
least 5 hours each day. Most annuals 
thrive on dappled sunlight if they 
also get 3 or 4 hours of direct sun. 

Sow hardy annuals as early as soil 
can be worked (see chart). Sow 
others when danger of frost is past. 

If seeds are very small, start in flats 
or pots, and set the seedlings outside 
when danger of frost is past. (See 
page 3 for details.) 





Sowing small seed: Soil must be well pul- 
verized and level for success. If seeds are tiny, 
mix with corn meal or sand before sowing. 

Do not attempt to cover seed. Instead, firm 
them to soil with back of a spade or other 
tamping tool, and s, -inkle lightly. 





Feeding: Feed young annuals when they be- 
‘gin to stretch up and set buds. Be careful to 
keep dry food off their leaves. 

After feeding, water food into soil. If soil is 
crusty, scratch food into soil before watering. 
One feeding should last the season.

Soil preparation: Spade up all of bed. If it 
was originally in grass, remove turf first. Don’t 
spade it under unless it has time to rot. 
Scatter plant food over bed, and rake in. 
Use balanced plant food such as 6-10-4. What- 
ever you use on your lawn will work fine. 





Sowing large seed: These are best sowed in 
rows, since they need to be covered. Rule: 
cover seeds no more than twice their diameter. 
To get even distribution of seed in rows, 
tear corner off packet and tap edge. With a 
little practice, seeds will flow out evenly. 





Watering: Most annuals are tolerant of dry 
weather, and manage to survive without extra 
water. But watering gives you more flowers. 

Time watering to supplement rains. See that 
plants get a good watering every 2 weeks. Ap- 
ply at least half inch of water each time.

You can use 
any liquid food, as recom- 
mended on the package, or 3 
tablespoonfuls of regular food 
dissolved in a gallon of water. 
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Vine-ripened tomatoes have a better flavor as well as a better color, 
which develops only after the tomato stores up reserve foods. You 
can expect to pick first fruit about 60 days after you set out plants

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4. If you choose to stake your 
tomatoes, add the stakes as 
soon as possible. Drive them 
in late and you'll cut some of 
the feeder roots. 

Stakes at least 6 feet long 
are needed. And they should 
be stout as they will support 
a lot of weight. 

Staking gives you cleaner 
fruit and easier maintenance. 


5. Tie tomatoes to stakes at 
one-foot intervals. Vines will 
be heavy when fruiting. 

To keep ties from cutting 
stems, tie them securely to 
stakes first, then make a big 
loop for stems. 

If you run out of regular 
plant ties, use cloth strips 
one-half inch wide. Don’t use 
cord or twine. 


6. Tomato plants will branch 
freely, and sprawl over the 
ground, if you let them. 

To keep them in bounds, 
snap off the side shoots regu- 
larly, training plants to a few 
stems tied to the stake. 

If you give plants enough 
space, and mulch to keep 
the ripening fruits off soil, you 
can skip pruning.

Your pet and mine

My springer spaniel is always 
chasing his tail and biting at the 
area around the tail. What can be 
troubling him? 

There are usually two common 
causes for irritation around the 
dog’s tail. First is the irritation 
caused by the anal glands. These 
are little glands located on each 
side of the rectum. Sometimes they 
become clogged, and, not drain- 
ing, make the dog uncomfortable. 
He may scoot across the floor to 
relieve himself. 

Another cause for the irritation 
around the tail may be eczema. 
Ask your veterinarian to examine 
the dog and to show you how to 
empty the anal glands. 


I have a wirehair terrier, 6 years 
old, and every summer he develops 
severe itching of the skin, causing 
him to scratch almost continuously. 
The skin becomes red and bare 
patches appear on the back, espe- 
cially around the tail. What is this 
and what can we do about it? 

Many dogs, especially those of 
the terrier group, are subject to the 
skin condition which you describe. 
The best explanation is that the 
condition is an allergy, manifesting 
itself with an itching skin and 
eczema. It is thought to be a close 
kin to hay fever of man. These 
canine sufferers are probably aller- 
gic to certain weeds, grasses, and 
pollens because after a heavy frost 
the condition is relieved and most 
dogs are not bothered again until 
the following summer. Your veter- 
inarian can help to alleviate the 
itching and discomfort. 


I have a 12-year-old cat. To what 
age can I expect him to live? 

Barring infections, disease, and 
accidents, cats usually live to be 13 
to 16 years old. Occasionally one is 
reported to be 18 or 19 years old. 
You may expect your cat to become 
senile at 14 or 15 years of age. 


We have lost several kittens from 
enteritis or distemper. We are get- 
ting a new kitten. Can this disease 
be prevented? 

There is now available an excel- 
lent vaccine for the prevention of 
this disease. Most veterinarians like 
to vaccinate kittens at about 3 
months of age. Vaccination is ac- 
complished in two injections, 2 
weeks apart. I suggest you see a 
veterinarian and he will make the 
arrangements as to when he thinks 
it best to vaccinate the kitten. 


I want to get a pet, but it will have 
to be left alone most of the day. 
Should I get a puppy or a kitten? 

A cat requires less attention than 
a dog and is more content to be 
alone. The cat adapts itself well to 
living in one room or in a big area.

I. the bluegrass country, it takes a full 40-hour 
week to keep the average lawn mowed during 
one growing season. Farther south, where the 
grass grows 9 months out of the year instead of 6, 
mowing takes two weeks and some overtime. 

There are 28 weekends from April 22 to Octo- 
ber 28—the grass-growing season. Except in the 
hottest part of the summer, you'll mow every 
week. The hours add up. 

When you mow, you walk a lot. Mowing speed 
is close to 3 miles an hour. In this theoretical 40- 
hour week, you'll walk 120 miles. The exercise 
isn’t theoretical. 

These are just generalities, but they are based 

on studies of mowing using stop watches, pe- 
dometers, step counters, and a variety of mower 
sizes and types—reels and rotaries, power mow- 
ers and hand mowers. 
» Time-motion experts were consulted. They 
gave us sets of complex figures and notes that 
generally confirmed what we found out by push- 
ing a mower around. 

In these studies, we found out how to save time 
and steps. If you think a 40-hour week is too 
much, you'll be interested in the results. 

The easiest way to save time on most lawns is 
to eliminate turns. Every turn takes extra time, 
and with hand mowers, extra energy to over- 
come the inertia of the mower. Extra turns also 
damage tender new grass shoots on new lawns. 

To eliminate turns, divide your lawn into a 
few big patterns that can be mowed in one direc- 
tion, or with one pattern. Then mow parallel to 
the long axis of each pattern—that is, mow in 
strips that are as long as possible. 

There is one exception, related to appearance. 
A lawn looks better after mowing if adjacent 
areas are mowed with mowing strips running the 
Same direction. If your front lawn is divided 
into small areas, pick a direction that is most 
efficient over-all, and use it exclusively. 
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B Good for rectangles and 
squares larger than 1,000 
square feet. May not give 
as good appearance as “A.” 
Inefficient on small areas 





€ Best for mowing oval or 
circular areas. Eliminates 
time-consuming turns.

How often should you mow? 


One of the most interesting things we found 
was that you cannot save time by mowing infre- 
quently. Reel mowers cut at top efficiency when 
the grass isn’t over 3 inches high. Rotary mowers 
cut fairly well up to 4 inches. In an emergency, 
they’ll cut weeds that are knee high, but mowing 
speed is greatly reduced. 

To find out just what effect infrequent mowing 
had on mowing time, we ran a test. We mowed a 
25x50-foot plot with grass 5 inches high, using an 
18-inch rotary. It took 15 minutes to get a 
smooth cut, with lots of zigzagging to catch stray 
blades. It took just 514 minutes ~ mow a similar 
plot when the grass was only 2)4 inches high. 


What about obstructions in lawn? 


Mow completely around a tree the first time 
your mower comes close enough to touch it. If 
tree is small, one circle is usually enough to give 
you working room. Two circles are enough for 
large trees. When mower path is clear, do not 
continue to enlarge the arc you make around 
the tree, but return to mowing in straight lines. 

Sidewalks sometimes complicate mowing. If 
they are not level enough for you to mow over 
them, they break your lawn up into extra frag- 
ments—which may increase the number of turns 
you have to make. In such cases, it is usually best 
to mow parallel to the walk. If you can mow 
over the walk without jolting your mower, then 
pick the mowing direction that would be best 
otherwise. 

Most grade changes don’t add extra steps, but 
they do add extra work. The easiest way to mow 
them is with the contour, as a farmer plows. If 
they split your lawn, mow each side separately. 
Don’t mow up- and downgrade unless you have to. 

Flower beds in a lawn area take more time than 
might be imagined. We [Turn to next page

clocked the time it took to mow a 
15x30-foot area with a flower bed 
in the center. The flower bed was a 
square, measuring 5x5 feet. 

It took 3 minutes and 16 seconds 
to mow the area. Without the flow- 
er bed, time was cut to 1 minute 
33 seconds. The number of steps 
was cut from 310 to 143. 

Circular and oval flower beds 
are much easier to mow around. 
Combined with mowing strips, 
they aren’t much of a problem. 


Should you square up the edges? 


Few lawns are completely free of 
irregular edges. Flower beds, shrub 
borders, and hedges all combine to 
make mowing take more time. 
Even a small lawn may have as 
much as 300 or 400 feet of irregular 
borders, around the lot line and 
around the house. And irregular 
borders mean a couple ofextra trips 
with a mower to even them out. 

You have a choice of squaring up 
the edges first or mowing the center 
first. We tested different methods. 
The zigzagging “A” pattern proved 
most efficient. 

Here’s how it worked. On an ir- 
regular shrub border 40 feet long 
and 20 feet deep, we got these re- 
sults from the “‘A”’ pattern: 

Mowing the edge first required 
302 steps and 3 minutes and 34 
seconds. Mowing the lawn first 
took only 274 steps and was 30 sec- 
onds faster. 

When you zigzag, mow into the 
irregular border—not parallel to it. 
When you finish, you'll need only 
one trip to cut the remaining grass. 


Keep the blades sharp 


Mowing time does depend on 
your equipment. Bigger mowers 
naturally cover the ground faster 
than smaller ones. But even the 
best mower can waste time if it isn’t 
kept in good mowing condition. 

A dull mower not only gives a 
rough cut, it also takes longer. 
When a power mower stalls, it eats 
up time fast. Every stall costs you 
about 30 seconds—assuming you 
can get the mower to start on the 
first crank. 

Five minutes of maintenance 
every couple of weeks can save you 
several hours through the season. 
Keep the blades sharp and the 
spark plugs and air filter clean. Get 
your exercise mowing—not fight- 
ing a balky mower.

Smooth the edges with very 
sharp, shallow-set plane, hold- 
ing it at a slight angle so the 
shearing cut is downward from 
the surface of the board. 

This helps eliminate fuzzi- 
ness at the front edge. 


File or rasp works grainless 
hardboard to smooth surface. 

Hold it true and square 
with an old-fashioned skate 
sharpening grip and stroke it 
lengthwise, as shown, rather 
than across the edge. 


Bevel edges with an ordinary 
hand plane or rasp. 

But for big jobs. an in- 
expensive bevel plane can be 
adjusted to give a uniform 
depth of cut in a single slicing 
stroke, as pictured. 


Round edges are easy with a 
plane. Use shallow set to work 
round into nearly final form, 
then sandpaper it. 

With lots of rounding to 
do, you get a start by cutting 
a shallow bevel first. 


Hardboard may tend to fuzz 
up slightly under sandpaper 
— especially standard grade. 

Control this with wash-coat 
of shellac before final dress- 
ing with very fine sandpaper. 
Avoid sanding panel surface. 








How to work 
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with hardboard

E.. new walls in remodeling or building, or for covering 
old walls in need of a new surface, hardboard goes up 
fast. Above grade, you can use the economical type 
specially made for paneling. Below grade, and in laun- 
dries, kitchens, and baths, you should use tempered hard- 
board which is manufactured to resist moisture. 

The %-inch thickness is perfect when you put it over 
a solid surface such as cracked and unsightly plaster, 
sheathing, or other flat, nailable eerie. Over open 
framing, use at least 3 116” hardboard; 4 inch is better. 

With tempered inindiienanil. finishing nails are called 
for. Set them slightly below the surface and fill with putty 
or wood plastic. With softer standard or panel-grade 
board, you can use a nail called a “‘coated sinker.”’ It has 
a thin, beveled head and can be driven perfectly flush 
with the surface. Nail spacing should be about every 4 to 
6 inches around edges, and 12 inches throughout panel. 





To cover unsightly walls with 
a smooth new surface, you 
can apply hardboard directly. 

Use brads if the old wall 
is wood; longer finishing nails 
if you must reach through 
soft sheathing or old plaster 
into a firm nailing support, 
such as the studding. 


To avoid marring surfaces of 
prefinished boards, you can 
apply them to old walls or a 
smooth back-up in new con- 
struction by using adhesive. 

Where it’s necessary to “fol- 
low” uneven walls or to over- 
come any curve in the sheets, 
cross braces reach across to 
the opposite wall. 

Cement spread with comb- 
spreader sets fast, holds tight, 
and is waterproof. 


For concrete walls or others 
that may be out of plumb, use 
furring strips on 16-inch cen- 
ters, nailing the hardboard to 
the strips fastened on wall. 

As with open framing, use 
3/16-inch material or thicker 
—in basements always.

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To prevent any vibration, 
brace large surfaces of the en- 
closure (usually the top, bot- 
tom, and sides) with heavy 
hardwood cleats — 5/4x2-inch 
stock is adequate material. 
Precut the braces to fit be- 
tween the corner cleats, and 
screw and glue them to pan- 
els. Countersink all the screw 
heads. Braces help stop low- 
frequency resonances. 


Fasten the top to the sides, 
front, and back after cleats 
and braces are in place. The 
bottom goes on after speaker 
equipment is installed. Clamp 
joints until the glue is dry. 
If any cracks or holes re- 
main in the stock, fill them 
with matching wood plastic. 
Heap it in breaks; then sand 
smooth when dry. For satis- 
factory results, entire enclo- 
sure must be tightly sealed. 


Pad interior of the enclosure 
with a fiber-type insulation. 
Fibrous side of the material 
should face interior of cabi- 
net, as shown. 

Insulation helps prevent 
standing waves from being 
set up inside. 

Place it directly behind the 
loudspeaker, and over one of 
each set of opposing panels. 
Use tiny staples or regular 
hand-operated stapling gun 
to fasten it in. Avoid hard 
pounding if you use hammer. 


Install speaker and other 
equipment next. Position the 
speaker over port, and mark 
stock for bolt holes.

Countersink (or counter- 
bore) bolt holes for speaker 
on the front of the cabinet so 
they won’t protrude when the 
grill cloth is stretched over it. 
With fine grit sandpaper, 
smooth ragged edges around 
port and vent, removing any 
splintered wood left by saw. 
Finishing touches on the 
edges of the port and vent 
openings are easy to do with 
a wood rasp and sandpaper. 


Bottom goes on last after 
the speaker equipment is in. 

Screw bottom to front, 
back and sides, predrilling 
pilot holes for the screws. 
Space them every 3 inches, 
and countersink the heads 
flush with the stock, as shown. 

Don’t glue bottom on. It 
should be removable in the 
event you want to take out 
the speaker for service. 


Fasten grill cloth along the 
top edge of the cabinet and 
stretch and nail it to sides and 
bottom. To reduce loss of 
high frequencies, cloth should 
be porous and lightweight. 
Complete job by bradding 
molding around edges. Count- 
ersink brads and [ill the holes. 
You can buy assorted stock 
moldings at many lumber- 
yards. Or cut your own from 
matching cabinet wood. 


Sand and finish enclosure 
to match rest of furnishings in 
room where it will be used. 
Your paint dealer will help 
you choose the best kind of 
finish for the type of hard- 
wood-faced ply wood you used 
for the speaker enclosure.

and perennial flowers. . . . Dust DDT or lindane on the soil 
around primroses, strawberries, camellias, azaleas, and rho- 
dodendrons to control Strawberry and Black Vine Weevils.

Lawns: Control broadleaf lawn weeds if established, with 
2,4-D weed killer.

Complete seeding of new lawns as soon as possible. 


Trees and shrubs: Plant the 
frost-resistant cabbage palm 
along coastal region of Texas. Enrich the planting pocket 
soil with compost or wet peat. Keep it watered and feed 
lightly in midsummer. 

Annuals, perennials, bulbs: Divide and reset all crowded 
iris clumps to allow them time to get established before hot, 
dry weather. . . . Check your new seedlings daily and water 
them as needed. . . . Pinch back tips on fuchsias, poinsettias, 
mums, coleus, and other bedding plants for low branching, 
shapely bushes, and more flowers. . . . In the Phoenix area, 
keep watering summer annuals to keep them blooming well. 

. Support dahlias, lilies, and other tall plants that may be 
damaged by strong winds. . . . Mulch gardenias, azaleas, 
and camellias with oak leaves, peatmoss, or leafmold. 

Lawns: Spray the lawn with dieldrin or chlordane to con- 
trol lawn insects. . . . Install permanent edgings along your 
borders to prevent invasion of Bermuda grass. . . .

Here’s a quick check on the 
efficiency of a kitchen plan 
_.- how does your new ar- 
rangement measure up? 


Counters should be 


p 24 inches wide, next to range for 
serving space. 

p 36 inches, for mixing center. 

p 15 inches, next to refrigerator 
for landing spot. 

p 36 inches, at right of sink for 
stacking dishes. 

p 30 inches, at left of sink (less 
space with dishwasher). 

p 24 inches, for most jobs—less 
space seems cramped. 

Some counters may be used for 

more than one job. 


Work triangle. The walking dis- 
tance from sink to range to refrig- 
erator and back to sink—should 
not total more than 22 feet. It’s 
even better if the total distance is 
between 15 to 20 feet. Try to keep 
all traffic out of this triangle. 


If you arrange your appliances 
too close to each other, you'll be 
crowded, and not have enough 
storage or working area.

If your appliances are too far 
apart, you’ll waste time and steps 
in cooking and clean-up. Follow 
these rules when placing equip- 
ment: Allow 


> 4 to 7 feet between sink and re- 


frigerator. 

> 4 to 6 feet between sink and 
range. 

> 4 to 9 feet between range and 
refrigerator. 


Yes, you may measure from center 
front of appliances, for calculating. 

Place cabinets or appliances op- 
posite each other at least 4 feet 
apart. 


Helpful tips to follow when locat- 

ing refrigerator: 

> Put refrigerator near outside en- 
trance—you’ll save long walks 
toting an armload of groceries! 

> Allow 3 to 5 inches for the door 
swing. 

> If cabinets are built above re- 
frigerator, leave 6 to 12 inches 
clearance for good ventilation. 
Details will depend on depth of 
cabinet.
